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Council 
Ponders 
Noise 

At what point does noise , 
become a public nuisance? That' 
question may prove to be the 
stumbling block in final ap- 
proval on the new borrow pit 
ordinance at next Monday's City 
Council meeting. 

In informal session this 
week council was again asked 
by a private citizen, Bruce 
Challen, to spell out in the 
ordinance the control of noise 
in excavation operations. 

Challen is a homeowner in 
an area bordering a pit that 
has been particularly bother- 
some and citizens have ap- 
peared before council more than 
once to get relief from the 
situation. 

Leniency in the wording of 
the present ordinance offers 
little official help to citizens 
who are plagued by pumps op- 
erating at night or early mor- 
ning. The vagueness of the 
ordinance Is, in fact, the reason 
council is preparing a new one. 

Persons who now complain 
about noise are required to 
make a written complaint at 
police headquarters. 

"A person doesn't want to 
dress and go all the way to 
Princess Anne in the middle 
of the night," Challen said. 
"And usually when an officer 
arrives the noise has stopped 
anyway." 

Councilman Reid Ervin sug- 
gested 'that noise be checked 
by decible measure but Ad - 
ministrative Assistant Geo- 
miaislrative\A*smfant 
George Tinned, who presented 
the ordinance, said if that were 
done the city "would have to

that." be added. 

"jwe don't need that," Chal- 
len answered. "All you need 
is a requirement that the 
pumps be equipped^HflfUtt- 
fling devices." He said that E. 
V. Williams Co. has Installed 
such devices on the controver- 
sial pit and "the noisa^MPJ- 
siderable better." 

Council finally decided to get 
information on the Industrial 
sound standard and on devices 
most commonly used and 
perhaps specify their use in 
wording the ordinance. 

"We shouldn't hold up se- 
cond reading on this ordin- 
ance on this one point," Bay- 
side's Robert Cromwell said. 
"We can always am mend it 
later if need be."

And Scott indicated 
that he has "no doubt that our 
citizens will make Virginia 
Beach deserving of All-Amer- 
ica recognition in furture 
years." 

The Municipal League and 
Look Magazine confer the 
awards annually to eleven com- 
munities in recognition of "out- 
standing achievements in up- 
grading the quality of com- 
munity life brought about by 
citizens initiative and team- 
work." 

The city's entry was based 
primarily on the volunteer ef- 
forts in the Seatack Action Plan, 
the economic development con- 
tributions by the Virginia Beach 
Development Council and the 
successful operation of the Ser- 
vicemen's Hospitality House.

An investigation is underway 
to determine why fire hydrants 
in Oceana failed to supply fire- 
men with adequate water early 
Tuesday morning as they battled 
a blaze which destroyed Abby's 
Restaurant. 

Firemen were forced to sum- 
mon tanker trucks from the 
London Bridge Volunteer Fire 
Department and the Oceana 
Naval Air Station to obtain suf- 
ficient water to battle the blaze. 

Flames gutted and completely 
destroyed the building as fire- 
men struggled against the in- 
adequate water supply from 
nearby hydrants. 

Wednesday morning a 
spokesmen for the Norfolk 
Water Department confirmed 
that his department has the 
responsibility of supplying 
water to fire hydrants and stated 
representatives of that office 
were in Oceana investigating 
the matter. 

Nine men narrowly escaped 
by managing to escape to safety 
from apartment unite on the 
second floor of the building as 
flames roared through the 
ground floor restaurant portion 
of the structure. 

Those living in the second 
floor apartments were identi- 
fied as C. S. Abernathy, 47, 



former own>r of the restau- 
rant; Joseph H. Wood, 21, and 
his 18 -year-old -brother 
William; Arthur Williams, 52, 
Jake Davis 35; Pete Hanson, 28, 
Ralph Johnson, 65; Jim 
Richardson, 70; and Ray 
C raver, 45. 

Abernathy said he and the 
other residents had just a- 
wakened about 5 a.m. and be- 
gan gathering for their morn- 
ing cup of coffee when they 
suddenly smelled smoke. 

"I said", he continued, 
" 'we got to get everybody 
out of here'. We came down- 
stairs, (they escaped through 
a rear door on the second 
floor, down an outside stair- 
case), and looked inside through 
the windows. The whole bottom 
was full of smoke. We didn't 
see any flames for about five 
minutes, then fire broke out 
through the rear door". 

Abernathy said that none of 
the apartment occupants had 
a key to the restaurant and he 
sounded the alarm by phoning 
the fire dispatchers office. 

The alarm was received at 
5:23 a.m. and in less than two 
minutes men and equipment 
from the Oceana Volunteer Fire 
Department were on the scene. 
Additional men and equipment 
arrived shortly after from the 



London Bridge Volunteer Fire 
Department. 

Firemen tried to enter the 
building to search the second 
floor rooms to assure that 
everyone had reached safety 
but were repeatedly driven back 
by intense heat and smoke. 

For while one of the occu- 
pants could not be found and 
it was feared he was trapped 
in his room. He was later lo- 
cated wandering through groups 
of people who had arrived at 
the scene. 

At 6:10 a.m. men of the 
Beach Borough Fire Depart- 
ment were summoned to bring 
their aerial-ladder fire fighting 
equipment in order to pour 
water into the fire from above 
the roof of the building. 

According to Fire Chief E. 
B. Bayne, the truck was use- 
less because there was not 
enough flowing through the 
mains leading to hydrants to 
build up the water pressure 
needed by the equipment. 

Another fire official at the 
scene commented on the water 
situation by saying the tanker 
trucks had to be summoned 
to provide enough water through 
the hoses to effectively fight 
the fire. 

This same official, who de-

It is astory of today, ft is a 
far cry from the antics of 
yesteryear's teenager "Andy 
Hardy". It's now, today, and 
that's why it is so great; it 
laughs at today's frustrations 
and will make parents, as well 
as teen-agers, laugh at them- 
selves.

Virginia Beach Chief Forest 
Warden James W. Bright has 
reminded residents of Vir- 
ginia's 4 p.m. burning law which 
continues in effect through May 
15th. . 

The law prohibits any open 
air fires such as burning of 
brush, trash or any inflammable 
material capable of spreading 
fire to the woods except be- 
tween 4 p.m. and midnight, 
unless such burning Is done 
more than 300 feet from any 
woodland or Inflammable^ fuel 
leading to the woods. 

Residents of Princess Anne, 
Pungo, and Blackwater Bor- 
oughs are particularly re- 
minded of the regulation, since 
these areas have the city's 
greatest concentration of wood- 
lands. 

Bright points out that during 
late afternoon and evening hours 
normal precautions and care 
will prevent a brush or trash 
fire from escaping. However, 
he adds, no fire can be left 
burning unattended at any time 
of the year, unless more than 
150 feet from any woodland 
without violating the Virginia 
Forest Fire Laws. 

Any person convicted of vi- 
olating this law could be sub- 
jected to a fine of not less 
than $10.00 nor more than 
$100.00 for each offense.

The equipment was there. 
A heavy contingent of firemen 
were there. But where was the 
water? 

The fiery destruction 
of Abby's Restaurant at Oceana 
early Tuesday morning must 
surely serve as a warning that 
something is drastically wrong 
when sufficient water cannot 
be pulled through hydrants to 
fight a fire. 

Some of the city's most effec- 
tive fire fighting equipment was 
rendered useless by the water 
shortage. Valuable minutes 
were lost in bringing in tank 
trucks to supplement the supply. 
And only one hydrant could be 
used to open the others dwindled 
the flow In all of them. 

This is a terribly serious 
situation and citizens must be 
asking themselves how such a 
thing could happen. Areas not 
served by water mains are more 
secure than this. Firemen know 
that tank trucks are needed In 



these areas and arrive with 
them. But this was in a com- 
mercial district. It has city 
water. It Just wasn't there Tues- 
day morning. 

Any fire of this magnitude is 
tragic There are personal and 
f Inane jal losses. Nine men es- 
caped from Abby's, only 
seconds ahead of death. They 
are homeless. Every po- 
ssession they owned went up in 
flames. They have only the 
clothes they wore. And their 
lives. 

One can only wonder what 
would have happened if this had 
been a nursing home, a school, 
a large apartment house. The 
possibility Is too horrible to 
contemplate. 

The city cannot be remiss in 
taking immediate action to de- 
termine the cause of this water 
shortage and to correct it. The 
next time might be far more 
tragic. And death is a heavy 
weight on the conscious.

During the past year or so the BUCK PANTHERS PARTY 
.or the BPP as it is often called, has been in the news often. 
The FBI and the police have been accused of trying to anni- 
hilate its members. Prominlent people have held parties to 
raise money for the BPP legal fund. BPP members have 
been tried in court and others have fled the country. 

The FBI has warned that the BPP is a dangerous group. 
Congressional Committees have held hearings on the BPP 
and they tend to agree with the FBI reports. 

Strange as it may seem, after all this, many people doubt 
that the BPP Is more than an active civil rights organization. 
Something like an active N.A.A.C.P. for younger blacks. 

Lets take a sook at the BPP. What are the BLACK PAN- 
THERS? They are a paramilitary group organized by agents 
of Mao Tsetung for the purpose of causing terror in the United 
States. Who says this? The leaders of the BPP say so, that's 
who! 

BPP leaders call themselves nondeviationist Marx-ists- 
Leninist, and many of them have visited Peking. In 1969 
Bobby Seale said "Our party can see Lenin and Stalin when 
we want to understand Huey (Newton) and Eldridge (Cleaver). 
There exists higher levels of Marxism-Leninism with Mao 
Tsetung and Ho Chi Minn, Castro and Che. with the genius 
and understanding of the class struggle that Frantz Fanon 
had learned by living and working with the Algerian People. 

What does the BPP want? The goals range from the impossible 
to the unbelievable. Through armed revolution they want all 
blacks released from jail; exempted from military service and 
a United Nations supervised plebescite to determine "the 
will of black people as to their national destiny." 

What do some of the BPP leaders say they want to do? 
In 1969 Eldridge Cleaver said "...we have to overthrow the 
government. The only means possible is the violent overthrow 
Of the machinery of the oppressive ruling class." 

In 1970 Huey Newton said "When the people move for liber- 
ation, they mustvhave the basic tool of liberation; the gun." 

In 1968 George Mason Murray said "Recently we were talking 
to some people and told them that the American flag is a piece 
of toilet paper and that they must burn it to a crisp because 
It is a big lie." 

Who is helping and supporting the BPP and its efforts to over- 
throw our country, burn our flag, and all the other things 
they have in mind? The list is long. Besides the Communist 
Party, USA, it includes the Socialist Workers Party, the Young 
Socialist Alliance, the Progressive Labor Party, the SDS, 
SNCC, Black Student Unions, American Serviceman's Union, 
the New Mobe and many more such groups in this and foreign 
countries.

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TO CATCH AN INDUSTRY 



Part of getting the community 
ready for industry Is being 
prepared to accept an influx 
of new people who may come 
from other parts of the country 
and even other parts of the 
world. 

Be prepared to do something 
about the acceptance of these 
people in your community. Be 
surr the plant manager and 
others are invited to visit ser- 
vice club meetings, to be ac- 
tive in the chamber of com- 
merce, participate in com- 
munity affairs and other or- 
ganizations. This may be easier 
to do in a smaller community 
than In a larger one and con- 
trary to popular belief it may 
be more necessary in the 
smaller one as well. 

In any case there are a few 
Do's and Don'ts that could be 
helpful in establishing a* good 
relationship between thsycom- 
munity and new people brought 
in by new Industry. 

DO take them Into clubs and 
organisations and make them 
feel a part of the community. 
But don't be overly friendly. 
They are like you. They want 
some privacy and have certain 
activities they especially enjoy 
or dislike. They will generally 
be people who have moved be- 
fore so they already have some 
idea of bow to get acquainted. 

DO treat them as you would 
established citizens of your 
community. Don't make them 
feel that everyone is a new- 
comer who hasn't lived there 
most of their lives. Drop the 
newcomer brand within two 
months after their arrival. Most 
people who live in a community 
want to think of themselves 
as a part of that community 
and consequently don't want to 
be called a newcomer for 
months. Remember that these 



newcomers are here because 
you and your community worked 
hard to bring them here. For 
this reason alone, welcome 
them. 

DON'T immediately try to 
sell them everything and some- 
times at a higher price. 

DON'T try to get the new 
company to be the biggest con- 
tributor to every charity and 
the biggest financial participant 
in ever.y organization their first 
year in town even though they 
may be your biggest employer 
or even the biggest business. 
Remember that they are just 
getting started in the community 
and even if they may be a branch 
of a large corporation, each 
plant usually has to stand or 
fall on its own efforts. The best 
suggestion is that during the 
first year call on new industry 

jjnetobeqpbips in organizations 
as you would any other indi- 
vidual or company. Let them 
know they are considered a part 
of your community and you want 
them to participate...but let 
them set the amount or extent 
to which they, will participate. 

This education of citizens is 
one of the primary factors in 
getting ready for new industry 
and fine influx of persons It 
may bring into the community. 

There is absolutely no reason 
for any North American city to 
exist without good schools, re- 
creation facilities and other 
livability factors if the people 
already living in that community 
have any semblance of pride. 
Pride in the community is a 
sufficient reason for some ci- 
tizens to want to improve their 
surroundings. 

We have all seen a single city 
block in which every bouse was 
dilapidated and the yards un- 
kempt. If only one parson In 



that block has some pride In 
himself, mows bis lawn, and 
plants some shrubbery, soon 
you will find another person 
who will do the same things. 
Eventually It will become one 
of the best looking blocks in 
town all because one man's 
pride in himself and his com- 
munity has made others feel 
it is worthwhile. 

Sometimes there are other 
factors that can spark the pride 
necessary to improve the looks 
of an entire city. There is one 
mid-western city that for years 
bad a very bad main street 
sorely In need of repair. By 
the same token moat of the 
retail stores needed a new front 
but due to the condition of the 
street the owners didn't care 
to do anything about it. In fact, 
the merchants when asked why k 
they didn't remodel their .store 
fronts would jokingly answer, 
"How can anyone look at our 
store fronts when they are so 
busy trying to dodge the holes 
in the street?" It was 6 well- 
known city. Everyone that drove 
through it remembered it but 
not in the right way. 

Then the street was resur- 
faced and brought up to date. 
Overnight it seemed thai the 
store fronts were transformed 
and this street became one of 
the best looking and most 
thriving business districts in 
the United States. The Improved 
spirit snowballed during the in- 
tervening years and turned that 
community Into a moat pro- 
gressive city abounding with 
new Industries and new busi- 
nesses.

Both of her grandfathers were 
active Republicans. "And that 
was right after the Civil War 
when it was mighty unpopular 
to be associated with the Re- 
publican party down South." 

That was in Washington, N.C. 
where Catherine was born. One 
of four children of Sir. and 
Mrs. Julian C. Nixon, at 4153 
Ewell Point Road, she grew 
up in an atmosphere of Re- 
publican enthusiasm. 

Her mother wasted no time 
taking advantage of the first 
election in which women were 
allowed to vote, and her father 
often took her, as a child, to 
the legislature. 

The Nlxons bought 65 acres 
from A. E. Ewell, and came 
to Thoroughgood In 1943. 

The land was gradually sold 
off, and today they maintain 
about five acres on the Lynn- 
haven River.

He further said that the American Civil Liberties Union, 
along with the Women's Liberations Movement have agreed 
to take his case to court and he fully expected an answer in 
30 days. 

It wasn't long in coming. Mrs. W..W, Werndli, president, 
also with tongue in cheek, replied quite formally that one of 
the members, Mrs. Edwin Parker, had agreed reluctantly, 
that is, to sponsor htm. 

After calling his attention to all the rates and regulations 
and work parties be would have to attend as a member, she 
remarked that they would probably now be inundated with 
similar requests from other males in the area.

Politically, she's been secre- 
tary and treasurer of the First 
Congessional District Republi- 
can party; a member of the 
County Committee in old Prin- 
cess Anne County and the Beach;

of elections for the past four 
years, among other jobs. 

At present, she's chaplain 
of the Virginia Federation of 
Republican Women.

And that's what Ernest 
Fears, newly appointed director

"We must have pride in our- 
selves," he told the group- 
some 70 ministers of all de- 
nominations" "not the egotis- 
tical kind, but the type of pride 
that God talks about." 

In a room, filled with persons 
of many believes, and perhaps 
some prejudices, the speaker 
pulted no punches. He told it 
the way it is, the way he feels. 
And he made no attempts to 
appear other than himself. If 
a statement, in Ids own lan- 
guage, called for a "damn" 
or "hell", he said it. And 
was respected for it. 

"Why should he be anything 
other than be is," Rev. John 
Jordon of Galilee Episcopal 
Church commented later. "He 
Is a God-loving man, he lives 
what he believes.

Former governor Mills E. 
Godwin Jr., in Virginia Beach 
Friday to speak at the First 
Citizen Awards Dinner, hedged 
on his future plans, but he left 
the political door open with a 
noncommittal "I have no plans 
to reenter politics nor do I 
have plans not to reenter po- 
litics." 

The Democratic ex-governor 
declined to discuss his recent 
meeting with President Nixon 



in Washington. "It was just a 
personal visit," Godwin said in 
a brief press conference before 
the awards dinner. Political in- 
siders have hinted Godwin might 
be in line for a federal judge- 
ship or another appointive 
office. 

G o d w i n's s catters hooting 
speech ranged from youth and 
urban problems to racial dis- 
crimination in Virginia. How-

Uncollected Fees 
Are Big Money 



The city may have as much 
as $1 million due in uncollected 
sewage to tap fees from pro- 
perty owners who have not tied 
in with the main lines within 
the specified time. 

A city ordinance provides that 
sewage will be made available 
to communities along the Hamp- 
ton Roads Sanitation District 
interceptor lines if 75 per cent 
of the affected residents agree 
to make the connection. 

The city does the work and 
provides the lines for which the 
property owners are assessed 
a tap fee, based on line footage, 
which usually- amounts to about 
$4.50. They are allowed three 
years in which to make the con- 
nection. 

Many owners, however, have 
not yet taken advantage of this, 
Scott said, and the city has 
not been able to enforce the 
ordinance because "we just 
don't have the staff to do it." 

Communities which have had 
sewage available since 1968 
are the ones affected. Finance 
Director Giles Dodd said that 
"as much as $1 million" in 
uncollected tap fees could be 
tied up in these areas. 

"Isn't it ironic," Scott said, 
"some people want sewage and 
can't get it (because interceptor 
lines are not available) and 
others have lines and won't 
connect." 

The outstanding tap /ee fund 
came to light during a dis- 
cussion between council and 
HRSD representatives on the 
proposed sewage treatment 
plant at Dam Neck. Early in 
February council approved a 
use permit for its construction 
with certain restrictions for 
possible pollution control. 

HRSD manager Frank Miller 
and this city's HRSD repre- 
sentative, Doug Talbot, sur- 
prised council by withdrawing 
the permit. It is no longer 
needed, they said. 

Based on a study received 
Friday on the city's master 
sewage plan, they said con- 
struction on the controversial 
Dam Neck plant could be de- 
layed for 15 years. By that 
time there would probably be 
stricter federal and state con- 
trols and further Information

An Investigation during the 
past week shows that certain 
areas of Virginia Beach are 
dangerously lacking in facilities 
required for fighting major 
fires in some residential and 
business districts, despite the 
city's payment of $140,000 to 
Norfolk to assure the availa- 
bility of these facilities. 

The lack of protection is not 
in shortage of firemen or avail- 
able fire fighting equipment, but 
rather in lack of sufficient water 
and operational fire hydrants. 

A plant which is located in 
a VirginiaBeach industrial park 
went to the expense of install- 
ing a sprinkler (ire protection 
system throughout it's plant 
only to learn that after going 
to considerable cost there was 
not sufficient water available 
for the plant to qualify for a 
"sprinkler risk" insurance po- 
licy. 

A representative of the South- 
eastern Insurance Under- 
writers Association, who in- 
sures the facility, reported 
water pressure of only 33 psl 
for a 750 gallon per minute 
water flow. 

The SIUA requires 75 psl 
and 1500 gpm minimum in order 
to qualify. As a result the 
plant has to pay a 25 percent 
penalty because of inadequate 
water. 

Information on these defi- 
ciencies was obtained by tests 
performed Saturday by Oceana

Flow tests on hydrants were 
made by using a "pitot gauge", 
calibrated the day before in the 
City of Norfolk, which mea- 
sures the amount of water flow- 
ing through a hydrant when 
opened to full capacity. Mills 
said that for the water supply 
to be sufficient the test, made 
on a two-and-a-half inch line 



hydrant opening, should produce 
20 pounds per square inch of 
residual pressure which will 
equal a water flow of 750 gal- 
lons per minute. The majority 
of tests conducted Saturday 
showed the hydrants to be sub- 
Standard in performance. 

A test on the hydrant used 
to fight the fire which destroyed 
Abby's Restaurant in Oceana 
on March 2 produced a maxi- 
mum flow of 530 gallons per 
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Horseshoe Dr. hydrant spews water thick 
with sediment.

Undercover Work Cited 






Officers H. T. Cobb and J.C. 
McCormick have been awarded 
the Virginia Beach Police Of- 
ficer of the Year award, the 
first time the annual award has 
been given to more than one 
officer. 

Cobb and McCormick were 
chosen by Virginia Beach 
Jaycees to receive the L. Travis 
Branch Award on the basis of 
their undercover work last year 
which resulted In the charging 
of 52 persons with 202 violations 
of drug abuse laws, most of 
them felonies. 

Both men spent nearly six 
months concealed among per- 
sons associated with illicit drug 



trafficking, gathering the evi- 
dence that lead to the massive 
crack-down on drug pushers 
during the night of last August 
28th. 

Since their true identities 
were known to only a few mem- 
bers of the police Detective Di- 
vision, Cobb and McCormick 
themselves became suspects of 
criminal activities by other in- 
vestigators.

"So why do you have to sew 
to be In charge of costumes," 
said San Hakim, director of 
"Death of a Salesman." 

I {lanced nervously at my 
husband Fred who had volun- 
teered us "for anything that 
needs to be done," 

"Fred Is doing sets and he's 
never built a wall," continued 
Sam, 

H'mm, I thought, it should 
be rather Interesting to watch 
Fred building a wall— it takes 
him three or four tries to hit 
a nail. He's my husband, and 
he's neat, but he's not the 
"do-it-yourself" type. 

"Get someone else to sew," 
Sam said. 

It sounded reasonable. "I'll 
try," I said meekly. 

A few nights later Fred and 
I entered, for the first time, 
the world of the theater. We 
were Installed as members of 
the stage crew. 

What exactly is a stage crew? 
Judging only from this one ex- 
perience, I'd say, "astage crew 
is a collection of people who 
have firm muscles, an inability 
to say 'impossible,' an ability 
to talk anyone into donating 
anything from time to a 1930 
football helmet, and much more 
spirit than resources. Crew 
people always have a smile and 
a word of cheer for the actors 
(never is a cross word ex- 
changed between cast and crew, 
ha!). The crew is different from 
the cast because the crew sits 
behind the curtain during notes, 
directorial comments to the 
cast, musing over actors, ac- 
tresses, sets, costumes, lights, 
directors, and most importantly

how they ever got into this mess. 
Our crew was headed by 
"R. J." Phillips. She was not 
an actress but she had to play 
many roles, stage manager, 
furniture mover, coffee maker, 
nurse, mother, and kolver of 
problems. Backstage it wasn't 
easy to overlook R. J. She 
was the lady shrieking "never 
again" as she frantically 
searched for missing actresses 
or actors. Petie Henry was in 
charge of props. She was one 
member of the group with stage 
experience and, believe me, she 
needed it. (Imagine trying to 
find a wire recorder!) Also 
included in our crew were Cari 
Hamblin, who worked lights, 
Georgia Barber and Larry 
Williams, make-up, Peter 
Lively, who controlled the sound 
like a pro, and others who con- 
tributed their particular talents 
and time to the effort. 

As a group and as indlvi* 
duals we faced many crises 
which we had to overcome with- 
out completely "losing our 
cool" to borrow a rather out- 
of-date expression. One crisis 
was all my own, the costuming 
of 12 players, in two different 
eras. 

Find seven 1930 or 1940 double 
breasted, if possible, suits, one 
pair of spats, one gray Hom- 
burg, and numerous other items 
ranging from suspenders to old 
furs. Even finding two pairs of 
men's pajamas proved to be a 
chore. Who sleeps in pajamas 
anymore? 

Since a Little Theater pro- . 
duction is on a very small bud- 
get, I couldn't go to the nearest 
retail store and buy the needed 
items. But after days of phone 
calls, trips here and there, vi- 
sits to thrift shops and the 
Goodwill, plus bundles of send- 
me -downs from family in Balti- 
more, I managed with a great 
deal of anxiety to get together 
some type of a wardrobe. 

I will say the experience 
helped promote my faith in the 
human race. Most people were 
so kind and helpful. Of course, 
I saw so many of them so often 
1 guess they felt like I was 
part of the family. Anyway, I 
was allowed to take things from 
homes and stores on my good 
name only, and after checking 
for approval with my director, 
my actors, my actresses, my 
neighbors, my mother, (and my 
analyst?)* able to tafcYback 
what we couldn't use— without 
charge, mind you. 

The climax of my frustration 
was a "fitting" I arranged at 
my house. It was to be a nice 
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calm affair, a time to see every- 
one in their costumes to check 
on sises, colors, sytles. I had 
scheduled people at different 
times to give me a chance to 
make rational decisions, and 
to prevent overcrowding of my 
bathroom. 

The day dawned with the ring- 
ing of the phone. 

"Beth, Mom is sick." 
"Mom" was Mrs. Marian Mac- 
Donald who volunteered to do 
alterations on the suits I got, 
from a nice man on Church 
Street, and who had loaned me 
some great costumes from the 
1930's and ma's. 

"Don't worry," I said, trying 
to sound relaxed and sophis- 
ticated. "If I have a problem, 
I'll just stick a few pins in 



here and there." 1 was sure 
Edith Head was cringing in 
Hollywood. 

The door bell first rang 
around seven-thirty that even- 
ing. 

"Hi," I said opening the door. 
"Weren't you scheduled for 
nine." That was only the be- 
ginning of a messed up attempt 
at organization. Eight o'clocks 
came at nine, nine-thirtys at 
eight, nines around nine-thirty, 
and one poor seven-thirty ar- 
rived at ten. 

Soon the scene at my house 
was reminiscent of avant garde 
living theater with me as stage 
manager.

Vutside Norfolk', Indeed 



Mount Trashmore received 
national recognition this week 
in the March 5 edition of Life 
magazine. Mounts of refuse and 
flying seagulls are spread in 
Jiving color over two pages 
of the publication. 

And where does It place the 
country's most unique refuse 
disposal? "Outside Norfolk, 
Va.," that's where. Only once 
is Virginia Beach mentioned. 
The brief text explains that 
Mount Trashmore handles the 
refuse from Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach. 

Mount Trashmore was the 
brainchild of Roland E. Dorer 
of the State Public Health De- 
partment here. In the nearly 
four years It has been in oper- 
ation It has proven to be one 
of the most effective and eco- 
nomical means of disposing of 
the tons of refuse generated 
by a heavy population. 

When completed in the next 
month or so, it will await 
eventual conversion into an 
amptheatre capable of seating 
some ten thousand persons and 
possibly other recreational 
facilities planned by the city's 
Department of Parks and Re- 
creation. It has been so suc- 
cessful that a successor has 
already been started. 

The disposal has not gone 
unrecognized. The city has 



received letters from commu- 
nities throughout the United 
States and as far away as 
Liverpool asking for detailed 
information on its concept and 
construction. A Virginia Beach 
citizen was surprised to see 
the sixty-foot mount featured on 
a thirty-minute television show 
in California. Sanitation 
Engineer Charles Klley was 
interviewed and televised at the 
site by a national network news- 
caster. 

An ecologlst of some re- 
known, speaking here last sum- 
mer, praised Mount Trashmore 
and said it could possibly be the 
country's solution to refuse dis- 
posal because it requires little 
land. 

So the merits, and the 
uniqueness, of Mount Trash- 
more have not gone unheralded. 
It's Just a shame, that's all, 
that Life magazine, with its 
large staff of highly respected 
writers, didn't get the facts 
straight and specifically place! 
the project where it rightfully 
should be, in Virginia Beach, 
Va. Or that the photographers 
didn't get a picture from an 
angle more indicative of its true 
effectiveness. 

The oversight is enough to 
cause gnashing of teeth -and 
maybe even letters to the editor 
of Life.

TOURISM AND INDUSTRY 



"Tourism is industry without 
smokestacks" is the comment 
often heard and is used by 
Howard Bessire in his book 
"The Practice of Industrial De- 
velopment". He points out that 
there are communities which 
can easily integrate tourism and 
industrial development vhile 
otters do not lend themselves 
to such a mixture and should 
abandon any such effort. 

In the case of a community 
which offers itself as a tourist 
attraction, the author has some 
vise words of advice. "Any 
community that wants to bend 
its major efforts toward the at- 
traction of tourists should truly 
have something to offer. The 
fact that Emmett Dalton or 
Jesse James slept here or was 
shot there may be an attraction 
to get someone to stop and look 
but is hardly worth building a 
campaign on." The point is 
made that the community must 
be of true historical signifi- 
cance such as Williamsburg or 
a real resort area such as 
Aspen or Squaw Valley or can 
offer some other important 
tourist attraction. 

There is every reason to give 
careful consideration to aban- 
doning the industrial effort in 
favor of tourism. Although some 
say tourists don't make it ne- 
cessary to add schools or con- 
struct more streets or increase 
services and other things re- 
quired by additional residents 
which usually accompanyln- 
dustry, it must also be known 
that tourists pay no taxes ex- 
cept sales taxes which are pro- 
portioned to the state and lo- 
cality. The tourist dollar is 
also a seasonal dollar and does 
not stabalite the community's 
economy on a year round basis. 

It is true that industry brings 
in more people that demand 
more city services, but a quick 
analysis shows that the taxes 
that industry and the new busi- 
nesses caused by it, pays Is 
the biggest income for the city.

Industrialists 
who find a particular resort 
area attractive may want to lo- 
cate ins next plant site there 
if other factors are favorable. 
At the same time, industry 
hunters can determine from 
hotel, motel and resort reser- 
vations the names of execu- 



tives of companies that have 
visited their city. With proper 
follow-up and an invitation for 
the company to locate a branch 
plant in the city, dividends can 
be realised. This technique has 
proved workable in a number 
of places. 

Certainly Virginia Beach has 
all the positive factors involved 
in the discussion by the author 
in this chanter vhich would 
make the city compatable far 
both industrial and tourist de- 
velopment.

Bob Gilmore, manager of 
Back Bay Wildlife Refuge, stood 
on the back of a flatbed truck 
and watched as car after car 
twisted down sandy ruts and 
turned toward him. 

Earlier, he had told "two 
or three people "active in Beach 
scouting that he needed help in 
planting grass on dunes to 
anchor sand from high winds 
that have a habit of blowing it 
to sea. 

Gilmore had planned to 
brief the scouts at 9 a.m. Sat- 
urday and have them on the 
dunes while the morning was 
still young. But, at 10, the 
refuge manager was still stand- 
ing on the truck, watching as 
carload after carload of scouts 
kept coming some from as far 
away as Portsmouth. 

"There's 10 times as many 
as last year," Gilmore said 
as he drove the first group-- 
a smattering of Brownies and 
Cub Scouts—to the dunes. By 
the time he and two assistants 
had finished their shuttle runs 
along the beach, there were 
scouts, advisors, grass and 
fertilizer scattered over a dis- 
tance of a mile. 

But, despite the large num- 
ber of scouts, things went re- 
latively smoothly. However,a 
minor dilemma did occur 
shortly after the planting began. 
A small girl, realizing that 
Nature doesn't provide rest- 
room facilities, whispered 
something in an advisor's ear 
and, in a few minutes, was 
shuttled back to the rufuge of- 
fice. 

It was a shuttle service that 
was to be repeated several 
times before the day ended.

Three Schools Qualify As 
Demonstration Centers 



Three Virginia Beach schools 
were honored Friday by being 
chosen by the President's Coun- 
cil on Physical Fitness and 
Sports as Physical Fitness De- 
monstration Center Schools. 
Del. L. Moser, Assistant 
Supervisor, Health and Physical 
Education, Virginia State De- 
partment of Education, pre- 
sented pennants to Cooke Ele- 
mentary, Alanton Elementary, 
and Plaza Junior High schools 
denoting them as official cen- 
ters for the demonstration of 
what the program means to the 
health and physical fitness of 
today's youth. 

The pennant presentation 
cremonies at Cooke was at- 
tended, in addtion to Moser, 
by school principal George W. 
Chandler; City School Super- 
intendent E. E. Brickell; Elmer 
Tarrall, Assistant Super- 
intendent; Bruce McGuire, Di- 
rector of Elementary Educa- 
tion; Steve Chiplok, Bill 
Garrison, and James Spencer, 
Public School Physical Educa- 
tion Program Supervisors; and 
Mrs. Helen Moore and Mrs. 
Florence Chandler, Elementary 
School Supervisors. 

Those attending the ceremony 
at Cooke were given a demon- 
stration by students of the ac- 
tivities involved in the fitness 
program, and examples of the 



physical fitness exercises the 
students are required to com- 
plete. 

At the conclusion of the pro- 
gram Chandler commented, 
"When I see some of the ex- 
ercises these kids perform it 
scares me. They're really 
hooked on it too, but I'd rather 
see them hooked on this than 
hooked on drugs". 

The City of Virginia Beach 
ranked highest among Old Do- 
minion cities in qualification 
of schools as Demonstration 
Centers, while Virginia ranked 
highest among states partici- 
pating in the program. Of the 
24 Demonstration Centers es- 
tablished in Virginia, the resort 
city hosts three of them. 

In order to qualify, a school 
must meet four basic require- 
ments set by the President's 
Council plus requirements es- 
tablished by the individual state. 
These include periodic health 
appraisals for all pupils; iden- 
tifying physically underde- 
veloped children and providing 
measures to eliminate or alle- 
viate their problems; giving 
periodic physical achievement 
tests to evaluate and motivate 
pupil progress; and providing 
a daily period of physical edu- 
cation emphasizing physical fit- 
ness. 
Parents of school age chil- 



dren, and others interested in 
learning more about the pro- 
gram, are urged to attend 
schools and witness the pro- 
gram in operation. 

Visitation periods have been 
scheduled at Cooke on March 
24, and April 7 and 21; at 
Alanton Elementary on March 
12 and 19, and April 16 and 23; 
and at Plaza Jr. High on March 
17, and April 7 and 21. Fur- 
ther information about the pro- 
gram may be obtained from the 
schools.

ago and water in the homes 
"was red for weeks". Mills 
added there is still so much 
sediment in that main that If 
"you opened a hydrant fed from 
the main today, you couldn't 
get clear water if you let it 
How all day". 

Bayne said water mains are 
of concern to him in the event 
of fires along the resort 
"strip". He points out that 
8-inch mains are located along 
Atlantic Avenue from 64th 
Street to 4th Street. In the event 
of a serious fire between 42nd 
and 4th Streets, which is hea- 
vily dotted with motels, hotels, 
and restaurants, lines would 
have to be laid from hydrants 
on Pacific Avenue to obtain 
sufficient water, he said. 

Hydrants are also a problem 
in the Beach Borough. Bayne 
said that only three hydrants 
are available for fire protection 
in the area between Baltic Ave- 
nue and the western limits of 
the borough, and from 19th 
Street to 26th Street. These 
are located at Virginia Beach 
Junior High School, 19th Street 
and Cypress Avenue, and the 
Jamestown Apartments. 

These same problems are 
shared by the Seatack Volunteer 
Fire Dept. Chief Aaron Parsons 
said that, while hydrants are 
spotted throughout the district, 
"the majority of the area is 
unprotected". Because of this, 
the Seatack Volunteers rely 
heavily on tanker trucks to 
transport water to the scene 
of a fire. 

In addition, the Seatack Vol- 
unteers have a situation which 
appears to be unique to their 
department, a hydrant that func- 
tions only in reverse. The hy- 
drant is located at the entrance 
to the fire station on Bird- 
neck Road, and apparently was 
installed backwards. 

During an inspection of the 



hydrant Saturday attempts to 
open it* in the usual manner 
only resulted in unscrewing the 
entire hydrant from its base. 
Water can be obtained, however, 
,by "closing" the valve. 

Parsons and other Seatack 
officers said that the hydrant's 
peculiarity was reported about 
two months ago. It was re- 
placed but the same condition 
exists in the new hydrant. Nu- 
merous reports of still-existing 
problem within the last six 
weeks have gone unanswered, 
they said. 

City officials of Virginia 
Beach and Norfolk explain that, 
with the exception of water 
mains and fire hydrants in 
the Beach Borough, Bay Island, 
and North Virginia Beach to 
Fort Story, the City of Norfolk 
has responsibility for mainten- 
ance of fire hydrants. 

Norfolk receives $140,000 an- 
nually for this service. The fund 
is included in the Beach's volun- 
teer firemen oppropriation. 
Norfolk officials said that 90 
percent of this fee is absorbed 
as the charge for water ex- 
pected to be used annually by 
fire departments fighting fires 
in the resort city, with the 
remaining 10 percent allocated 
for maintenance. 

Officials are reluctant, how- 
ever, to say what actually is 
Involved in this "maintenance", 
with the exception of replac- 
ing reported broken or defec- 
tive parts. They also confirm 
that Norfolk will furnish paint 
for hydrants, but Virginia 
Beach must furnish personell 
to repaint them. Norfolk offi- 
cials are also reluctant to dis- 
cuss periodic testing of fire 
hydrants and/or water mains 
in Virginia Beach, saying this 
is based on requests made for 
such tests from officials in 
Virginia Beach.

"No, once we got them in 
the classrooms we made a quick 
sweep with the buffer," was his 
honest reply. 

The school was under close 



scrutiny and the students as well 
as the faculty were well aware 
of tt. Dating back to 1892, it 
is the oldest existing school 
in the city and it was selected 
for the tour because it is here 
that the children of migrant 
workers study during crop 
season. 

Miss Joy Walnwright was in 
charge of the tour. She is the 
local coordinator of Title I, 
the federal program for cul- 
turally different children. 

She herded the group into the 
cafeteria for a briefing by White 
and for coffee and sweet rolls. 
While they sipped and nibbled, 
some of the city's school of- 
ficials mingled among them and 
made them feel welcome. 

Rather than let the entire 
contingent converge on a class- 
room at one time, the visitors 
were allowed to wander into 
classes at random. This was 
less disturbing to the students 
and probably more informative 
to the educators. They were 
particularly interested in Miss 
Mickey Calvert's Alpha I read- 
ins class. 

"Is this a special class, an 
advanced reading group," one 
man asked. White told him it 



was a regular class, using a 
new teaching concept. The man, 
who had been sitting in the class 
for several minutes, didn't say 
anything. But his face reflected 
his astonishment. 

Before leaving shortly before 
noon, the group visited with 
Mrs. Anne Davis for a brief- 
ing on the Educational Media 
Center. Then they spent the 
afternoon seeing the more mo- 
dern side of Virginia Beach 
schools with a tour of Plaza 
Junior High and enjoying a pro- 
gram in its Planetarium. 

But it will probably be Court 
House Elementary School that 
will long be remembered. It 
still has the comfortable, 
secure, sort of "we care" feel 
of yesterday's schoolhouse. And 
they're hard to come by any- 
more. 

As one educator, a Negro 
woman for North Carolina, ob- 
served: "Too often we forget 
the Important thing. The 
government spends millions of 
dollars on studies and confer- 
ences and things and never 
reach the ones who need it, 
the migrant students them- 
selves."

Go-Round Consumes 
Council's time 



It was the usual merry-go- 
round Monday— apartments 
versus schools— as City Coun- 
cil tackled 18 planning appli- 
cations, most of them for multi- 
family dwellings and many of 
them bearing the Planning Com- 
mission's seal of approval. 

Council, with many other 
items facing it, struggled over 
four hours on the planning appli- 
cations alone. 

Here are council's decisions: 

♦Approved a change of zoning 
to Motel-Hotel District and a 
use permit to construct 12 motel 
efficiency units at 27th Street 
and Atlantic Avenue by Philip 
Klompus. It was approved by 
the Planning Commission. 

♦Denied, in a 10-1 vote with 
Mayor Donald Rhodes objecting, 
an application of Dr. T. Ross 
Kazakis for a use permit to 
construct 16 apartment units 
between Parks Avenue and Lee 
Street just North of 20th Street. 
The Planning Commission ap- 
proved the application subject 
to its reduction to 14 units and 
other school, right-of-way, 
drainage, sewage and water sti- 
pulations. It was opposed, how- 
ever, by architect John Waller, 
representing the builders of the 
proposed Atlantis amusement 
park, who claimed the traffic 
to the park would be detre- 
mental to the project and dan- 
gerous to the youngsters forced 
to play in the street. He asked 
that council consider the park 
in other multi-family applica- 
tions in the area because "we 
don't want a small ghetto at 
the entrance to Atlantis." 

♦Denied an application of 
Shelby Pailette and William 
Deal for a change of zoning to 
Multiple Family Residence Dis- 
trict and a use permit to build 
eight apartments at Mediter- 
ranean Avenue and 23rd Street. 
Even though the Planning Com- 
mission approved the applica- 
tion and it complied with the 
Beach Borough Master Plan, 
Councilman Robert Callls com- 
mented "It Is in a neighborhood 
not suited to apartments." 
Council favored his motion of 
denial. 

♦Approved a change of zoning 
to Multiple Family Residence 
District and a use permit by 
Shelby Pallettt to construct 8 
apartments on the West side 
of Cypress Avenue just South 
of 13th Street. This applicattoa, 
along witt the next two, also 
bad die Planning Commission's 
approval. 



♦Approved an application of 
J. T. Crosswhite Jr. and Grove r 
C. Wright Jr. for a change 
of zoning to Multiple Family 
Residence District and a use 
permit to construct 16 apart- 
ments on the Southern end of 
Lake Holly at Arctic Avenue 
and Maryland Avenue. ' Bulk- 
heading will be required and the 
builders have set aside an on- 
site area for recreation for 
these resort-type units. 

♦Approved Robert Enter- 
prises, Inc.'s application for a 
use permit for dancing with Uve 
entertainment at Lighthouse No. 
2 in the Rosemont Shopping 
Center. 

♦Denied an application of OCH 
Corp. for a change of zoning 
to Multiple Family Residence 
District and a use permit to 
construct 320 apartments on 
Little Neck Road South of the 
proposed extension of Edin- 
burgh Drive. The Planning 
Commission also recommended 
denial becasue of the opposi- 
tion for civic leagues and resi- 
dents on the basis of the cri- 
tical school and traffic situ- 
ation. 

♦Deferred for six weeks, in 
a 10-1 vote with Mayor Rhodes 
opposing, the application of 
Greater Development Corp. of 
Va. for a use permit to con- 
struct 128 apartments in Oceana 
on West Lane South of Old 
Virginia Beach Road. This car- 
ried the PlanningCommisslon's 
approval. 

♦Denied an application of 
David I. and Barbara F. Levine 
for a use permit to build 384 
apartments on the East side of 
South Lynnhaven Road across 
from Sliina Drive in the Prin- 
cess Anne Plaza area. The 
Commission had approved the 
application. Council seemed to 
favor a deferral but Levine 
askecT fbf a definite vote so 
"I'll know where I stand" and 
it was denied. 

♦Denied, In a 7-11 vote with 
Councilman George Ferrell, 
Floyd Waterfield, Robert Callls 
and Vice Mayor Earl Tebault

♦Denied, In a 10-1 vote with 
Rhodes objecting, an application 
of Wesleyan Properties of a 
use permit to construct 116 
apartments South of Wesleyan 
Drive and West of Baker Road 
at UieVirginiaWesleyanCol- 
lege site. The Commission had 
its approval. 

♦Approved an application of 
w. Warren Strickland for a use 
permit to construct a sewage 
pumping station in the Home- 
stead-Avalon Hills area. 

* Approved Level Green 
Corp.'s application for a use 
permit to build 353 apartments 
in the Level Green area after 
the builders offered to "trade- 
in" an already-approved permit 
for 716 units in favor of the 
permit for a lesser number. 
The Commission also approved 
the application. 

♦Dented, In an 8-3 vote with 
Councilman Ferrell, Tebault 
and Waterfield opposing, the ap-

A Virginia Beach man, con- 
fined to the State Prison Farm 
has gained an audience in Vir- 
ginia Beach Traffic Court to 
determine whether he is indi- 
gent as a result of the recent 
Supreme Court ruling pro- 
hibiting Jail sentences due to 
Inability to pay fines. 

Judge H. L. Lam said, the 
man, whom he did not identify, 
appeared on the Traffic Court 
docket on numerous occasslons 
but failed to appear In court. 
As is normally done, the 
charges- were aired in bis ab- 
sence, he was found guilty and 
fines were Imposed. 

The man was finally arrested 
on warrants issued for his 
failure to appear In court, and 
in lieu of the payment of fines he 
was placed in the City Jail. 

Regulations call for each day 
served In Jail to equal a spe- 
cific monetary sum, thus the 
amount of fines would deter- 
mine the length of Jail time to be 
served. 

However regulations also 
prohibit detaining an individual 
ifl City Jail beyond a specific 
number of days in these cases, 
and the man was tranfer red to 
State Farm. 

Judge Lam said he learned 
of the situation when the man 
wrote him requesting a 
audience, based on the new 
Supreme Court ruling. 

The ruling has also affected 
Judge P. B. White in ids pre- 
siding over Municipal Court. 
He ordered the release of seven 
men last Monday from custody 
in City Jail. 

The men had been placed la 
jail in lieu of fines levied by 
Judge White. 

Both Judges said their courts 
are now making use of an af- 
fidavit simillar to that used in 
Hjbtoinlng a court appointed at- 
torney for persons unable to 
afford their own counselor. 

Court officials are quick to 
point out that the new procedure 
Is followed only after a very 
thorough examination of the In- 
dividuals ability, or inability, to 
pay an imposed fine.

Ordinances 

Draw Mixed 
Reactions 



Mixed reaction has been 
voiced over ordinances pro- 
posed during last Monday's in- 
formal City Council session 
which are designed to offer 
greater control over problems 
which have been experienced 
in the resort borough in past 
summers. 

The ordinances, presented to 
council by City Attorney Dale 
Bimson, would prohibit sleeping 
"on any of the beaches within 
the City of Virginia Beach be- 
tween the hours of 8 p.m. and 
8 a.m."; "prohibit obstructing 
the free passage of others in 
any public place or on any pri- 
vate property open to the pub- 
lic 1 '; establish a curfew "re- 
gulating the presence of mi- 
nors under the age of 18 years 
in public places between the 
hours of 12:10 a.m. and 5 a.m."; 
and require more complete 
guest registers, and more ac- 
curate numbering of rooms, for 
rooming houses, motels, hotels, 
lodging houses, and/or tourist 
c6uTfsT acat5 ^ 

Those connected with law en-

House Bill 99 will permit 
county and city governments 
to allow land to be assessed on 
use value instead of market 
value and taxed on a deferral 
plan. 

This is permissive legisla- 
tion. When the bill becomes law, 
local governing bodies may pass 
ordinances which would make 
it effective In counties and 
cities. Then the farmer must 
make application to be included 
under the new legislation.

The association was or- 
ganized during a period of com- 
plaints and discontent among 
city employees. The discontent 
seemed to stem from com- 
plaints of a lack of communi- 
cation and Its inevitable pro- 
duct-fear of Job security. 

The employees association, 
with or without administration 
or council approval, can be an 
effective instrument to over- 1 
come both. When good com- 
munications exist many per- 
sonal fears can be eliminated. 
A representative of the as- 
sociation has said that Its pur- 
pose will be to hear com- 
plaints and suggestions of city 
employees, to create a better 
understanding among the em- 
ployees and generate a goodwill 
that would reflect in the ef- 
fectiveness of their work. 

The representative said it 
would not be a bargaining unit 
or a union. 

It would appear that such an 
association would be an asset 



to those responsible for main- 
taining and improving com- 
muncations among city 
employees, supervisors, de- 
partment heads and the city 
manager's office. 

Obviously such an association 
does not require a sanction or 
approval from City Council. 
Two organizations directly in- 
volving city employees already 
exists without such approval, 
the Fraternal Order of Police 
and the Virginia Beach Educa- 
tion Association. Both organi- 
zations have greater power than 
the newly formed association 
has. 

The reason this particular 
organization sought City Coun- 
cil sanction, according to Its 
representative, was because 
some employees had been told 
that to join would jeopardize 
their jobs. 



It is hard to see any justi- 
fication for such a threat, and 
it would be even more difficult 
to justify such action since 
hundreds of City employees be- 
long to the Virginia Beach Edu- 
cation Association and the Fra- 
ternal Order of Police. No one 
has been fired because of mem- 
bership in those organizations. 

An affirmative attitude to- 
ward the organization and a con- 
certed effort to work with its 
members to accomplish its 
stated goals would appear bene- 
ficial not only to cjty employees 
but the entire citizenry of Vir- 
ginia Beach. 



Just Be Fair 



The city may be biting off 
a big hunk of crow meat if 
council passes the four pro- 
posed "hippie" ordinances 
without some long and serious 
thought. There is merit In each 
but strict enforcement will be 
an enormous demand on the 
police force and could possibly 
result in harrassment of our 
own young people. 

The ordinance establishing a 
I a.m. to 5 a.m. curfew for 
persons under eighteen years 
of age is so broad in scope 
it Is practically unenforceable. 
But it will nevertheless cause 
many a parent a trip this 
summer to the police depart- 
ment to retrieve their young 
violator.. .even though it maybe 
a boy unable to take his date 
home on the other side of the 
city (and that's a long stretch) 
and get back before the "witch- 
ing hour". 

If the city wants assurance 
its young people are tucked 
safely in bed at a decent hour, 
it would seem far more sensible 
to place a curfew on businesses 
catering to youth. If the early 
morning rock concerts are the 
thorn, then stop them, but don't 
throw the law at youngsters 
eager to join the fun arranged 
especially for them. Youth is 
notoriously oblivious to time. 
It is one of their more enviable 
traits. 

Prohibiting the obstruction of 
public passageways, false 
registration at hotels and 
motels, and sleeping on the 
beach between 8 |>.m. and 8 
a.m. have a little more merit. 



Especially the sleeping ordi- 
nance, because of the safety 
factor. And it is not unreason- 
able that crowds should not 
be allowed to block pedestrians 
on the sidewalk or that every 
motel registrant should give 
his correct name. 

But the city must remember 
that enforcement of these ordi- 
nances will apply to all people, 
wheather he be a bearded 
"hippie"— and not all long- 
haired, bearded youths fall in 
that category- or a well-over- 
thirty conventioneer. 

The moral is: a large group 
of joyful vacationers or conven- 
tioneers must be told to "move 
on" as well as a group of care- 
free, andundoubtedlypoorly 
clad, young people. Police must 
keep ears atuned to rude re- 
marks from the older visitor 
who attempts to incite a bearded 
youth as well as the ill- 
mannered youngster who har- 
rasses his elders. The desk 
clerks mult check identification 
of all who register, whether 
they look as if they just stepped 
out of a fashion magazine or 
out of a commune. It won't be 
an easy task but jtjs the only 
fair and just way. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
said the city would print ail of 
the "no-no's" in a pamphlet. 
We suggest he print volumes 
because every person who lives 
near, or visits, the resort this 
summer will need the warning. 
Even the four thousand or so 
visitors expected at the Sep- 
tember Municipal League 
convention. 



To the Editor: 

The Commonwealth's state 
park land can no longer be sold 
or leased without the sanction 
of the General Assembly. The 
parks have been returned to the 
body politic. A politic decision 
Indeed. 

To State Senator Edward T. 
Caton III and Delegate B. R. 
Middleton of Virginia Beach, 
who sponsored and steered the 
parks bill through the parli- 
amentary maze; to their fel- 
low assemblymen who sup- 
ported them; and to each and 
every Virginialan who contrib- 
uted to this cause— to all I pro- 
fess my profound gratitudes 
for bringing to fruition a cru- 
cial conservation act. 

Governor Linwood Holtonhas 
pledged himself to strengthen 
the park system. This is a 
heartening— and long overdue- 
augury. Heretofore, park plan- 
ning and protection has received 
a back-seat priority, as evi- 
denced by paltry funding and 
a lack of ecological expertise. 
(The 1970 General Assembly 
appropriated only $1.5 million to 
acquire natural areas in a state 
which sustained ah increase 
in "people pressure" of 14.5 
per cent during the past de- 
cade. West Virginia, which lost 
6.2 per cent of its residents 
in the same period and now 
has 2.8 million fewer inhabi- 
tants than Virginia, already is 
embarked on a park-expansion 
program costing in excess of 
$30 million.) 

Virgininians, through their 
elected representatives, can ef- 
fectively implement afar- 
sighted park policy. Delegate 
Cllve DuVal of Fairfax has 
proposed a "green-spaces" 
bond issue that merits the un- 
qualified endorsement of every- 
one and unanimous action by the 
1972 General Assembly. The 
Commonwealth embraces- 
still— extraordinary examples 
of America's splendent natural 
heritage. If we hasten our plod- 
ding pace, Virginia can bequeath 
to posterity one of the Nation's 
model park systems. 
In park planning, the sigular 
- features of each area will go- 
vern the type and degree of 
development, but a common 
thread must be the guiding 
philosophy. The State will not 
go wrong if published by The 
Conservation Foundation, "Man 
and Nature in the National 
Parks": 

"We have heard so often the 
remarks, 'Parks are for peo- 
ple' and It is no good having 
beautiful areas if the public 
cannot get Into them and see 
them.' Uncritical acceptance of 
the implications of these re- 
marks would push aside die wel- 
fare of the biological commu- 
nities represented in the parks, 
reduce scenery to the bare 
physiography and its interplay 
with the climate, and deny con- 
tinuing existence of truly re- 
mote places. 

"Further, in a time when 
the population is expected to 
increase considerably along 
with leisure time and technical 
ability in moving over remote 
country, we are bound to ask 
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whether the parks are to be 
considered as expendable as- 
sets, and what kind of enjoy- 
ment of national parks will be 
available for posterity. 

"It is our belief that many 
people 'enjoy' the parks al- 
though they do not visit them. 
The very fact that such pre- 
served areas exist is a matter 
of immense satisfaction to peo- 
ple who take the view that nature 
exists in her own right and that 
it is the duty of reflective man, 
with his dominance over the 
planet, to conserve the areas 
represented by national parks 
for the reasons they were 
chosen for that dignity. 

"Our own definition of legi- 
timate enjoyment of national 
parks would be that it should 
be of that order which places 
first the ecological well-being 
of those areas in relation to 
their perpetuation as natural 
biological communities and ex- 
panses of natural scenery. The 
question should be asked: "What 
is THIS national park for?" 
This does not preclude develop- 
ment but it limits it to that 
which is appropriate and calls 
for individual consideration of 
every situation where develop- 
ment is contemplated."

Last week on returning from 
a visit from Ocean View via 
Shore Drive I decided to drive 
through Fort Story and I re- 
ceived quite a revelation. I was 
aware that something was dif- 
ferent, regarding the scenery 
and then it came to me. The 
absence of any litter what -so- 
ever along the road Inside Fort 
Story. Not even a gum wrapper 
or cigarette stump or empty 
beer or soft drink can. 

On leaving the reservation 
and driving on Atlantic Ave. the 
scenery became radically 
changed. All along Atlantic Ave. 
you could see the litter that 
had apparently been tossed from 
cars. I thought to myself, why 
cannot the streets and high- 
ways in Virginia Beach show the 
same cleanliness? 

I have a suggestion to make. 
It Is a project that the Gar- 
den Clubs or one of the Civic 
Organizations could adopt with 
very little expense. Have 
printed cards made for dis- 
tribution to members of these 
organizations and others who 
would be Interested. These 



cards would be printed showing 
such items as license number 
of car, make of car, location 
of car and time. Any one ob- 
serving litter thrown from a 
car would fill in properly and 
then turn these cards in to some 
city agency such as the police 
department, etc 

This information could then 
be transcribed to government 
postal cards and the card sent 
to the owner of the license 
number that was shown on the. 
car. This postal card would ad- 
vise the owner that a car bear- 
ing that license was seen hav- 
ing litter thrown from it at 
such a location and time and 
place. The card would advise 
the owner mat a record was 
being kept and that any further 
report of this violation would 
mean further action would be 
taken. 

I am not familiar with any 
legal aspects of this but it would 
at least notify a car owner 
that the occupants of that car 
were seen in violation of the 
litter law. To me it justifies 
a try and I would appreciate 
any effort you might develop 
along this suggestion. 

Now, while on the subject 
of beautiflcatlon, another 
thought arises. It is not a pretty 
sight to ride down Atlantic or 
Pacific Avenues and Virginia 
Beach Blvd. and see the hordes 
of hitch hikers standing in the 
lines of traffic hitching rides. 

There are city ordinances re- 
garding the above mentioned to- 
pics and I think they should be 
strictly enforced.

Out of Hand I 

Bigg brother doesn't stop win this routine information, 
Like most Big Brother operations, gathering information on its 
citizens has gotten out of hand. 

Take the Civil Service Commission. They have an office 
where clerks search through newspapers clipping out names. 

They hunt Americans mentioned favorably by the publications 
of dissent. When they find a name they think is linked to some 
dissent, they take it and feed it Into their data bank that has 
over 1.5 million names already in it. The chances are that 
if your name turns up in their data bank you won't ever be 
hired by Big Brother. 

Political Spying 

Military Intelligence has spied on civilian political aetlvites 
and has secret computerized files on thousands of individuals 
and organisations in this country. There doesn't seem to be 
any law authorizing this but that doesn't bother them or Big 
Brother. 

The Army has kept a black list which includes names, 
descriptions and pictures of civilians who "might" be Involved 
by civil disturbances. 

Agents of the FBI and Naval intelligence have seised the 
garbage of private citizens looking for incriminating evidence. 
Secret Service List 

The Secret Service has set up a computer with 100,000 
names and 50,000 Investigative dossiers on individuals. 

Private mail is often watched by Big Brother. The most 
commonly used means is a "mail cover", recording the 
name, address, date and post mark of your mail. More recently, 
the post office confirmed a new regulation allowing federal 
agents to open all mall coming Into this country from other 
nations. 

One of the most frightening things in all this is a 1963 
guideline from Big Brother asking federal agencies to relay 
Information on citizens who make abusive statements or attempt 
to "harm or embarrass" high government officials tome Secret 
Service.

Divers Locate Vessel in Lynnhaven 
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Two identical 90-foot ships, a wire 
line connecting them like Siamese twins, 
made their way through Chesapeake Bay 
at speeds considerably less than their 
12-knot capacities. 

Occasionally, the thin wire running from 
the ships ' sterns snagged on an obstruction 
beneath the water's surface, stopping the 
Rude and Heck dead in the water. 

The abrupt stop is a cue for two of 
the ships' five divers to load their gear 
into a 16-foot Boston whaler and head for 
the obstruction. Their mission is to 
pinpoint the debris and find out if it is 
dangerous to navigation. 

The Rude and the Heck, commanded 
by youthful Lt. Cdr. Merritt Walter of 
Virginia Beach, are wire drag ships 
operated by the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration. 

It was' one of these wreck hunting 
missions that recently uncovered one of 
their more unusual discoveries. Lying only 
800 yeards off the Lynnhaven Inlet Bridge 
less than six feet below the water was 
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19th century sailing vessel, probably 

Union Civil War revenue cotter or a 
Confederate blockade runner. 

Walter and Ensign Max Etheridge were 
the first divers to probe the submerged 
ship which was armed with several cannon 
and estimated at nearly 100 feet long. 
The officers found six-inch thick floor 
timbers, a portion of the keel, a few 
planks, a wooden wheel from Inside the 
ship's block and a number of badly cor- 
roded metal parts. 

Walter, who has helped find several 
other ship wrecks in the Atlantic during 
his four-year NOAA career, said one 
cannon was in "remarkable shape." "It 
showed no corrosion from the long years 
it was submerged/' be said. The Maritime 
Museum is studying the find, but hasn't 
reached any conclusion, yet, Martin sald.4 
The Army Corps of Engineers sought' 
help from the National Ocean Survey after 
a pilot boat twice reported striking an 
obstruction near the Lynnhaven Bridge. 
Walter believes the wreckage had been 

covered with sand for years, but was 
probably dislodged within the past year 
by dredging operations in the area. 

Lynnhaven's shallow water posed a dif- 
ficult problem when the crew of the 
Rude and Heck tried to bring the 500- 
pound cannon to the surface. Since the 
ships couldn't operate in the shallow water, 
two 16-foot whalers were used to dislodge - 
the cannon from its sandy resting place. 
According to Walter, a block and tackle 
was mounted on a plank running across 
the whalers. The cannon was finally pulled 
off the bottom and dragged by the whalers 
more than a mile away where the ships 
were anchored. A ship's crane hoisted 
the cannon aboard, 

Soon after getting the cannon ashore, 
the Rude's boatswain, William Brooks, 
built a carriage for the cannon, restoring 
it to Its Civil War condition. 

The Rude and the Heck, operated by 
five commissioned officers and 16 civilian 
crew members, are the only American 
ships of their kind. Other drivers aboard 
include LT (Jg) A. Y. Bryson, a former 
SEAL Team member with Vietnam ex- 
perience, and Douglas Mason, a civilian 
seaman. 

The ships spend much of their time 
investigating reports of unchartered 
shoals frpm Canada to Mexlco^Walter 
said the ships will soon shift operations 
to Block Island before heading to Maine 
to check a 90-foot channel for super 
tankers.

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Fifty Year Myth Still Exists in Coast Guard

America's longest myth-- 
born more than SO years ago-- 
ls still beUeved to mis day, 

In 1915, Congress married the 
U. S, Ufesaving Service to 
America's oldest seagoing ser- 
vice— The Revenue Marine, 
Then It changed their name to 
u. S. Coast Guard and a myth 
was horn. 

Anemic at birth, It was 
nursed to unbelievable health by 
rival servicemen who delighted 
in feeling superior to a "shal- 
low water navy." 

Strangely unopposed - -the 
Coast Guard was never strong 
on publicity as it grew to na- 
tional stature. 

Today the myth Is so popu- 
lar the name "Coast Guard" 
alone keeps It alive. It is 
strong enough to destroy the 
morale of the entire service, 
yet the Coast Guard constantly 
leads the other services with 
the highest rate of reen- 
listments. 

Though not responsible for 
the myth, most Coast Guards- 
men feel it should be ended. 
Others argue to leave it alone. 

But the gap between the myth 
and the cold truth has reached 
limits: "A shallow water navy 
in the middle of the ocean." 
The U. S. Coast Guard. station- 
ed in Italy." "They stayed at 
home and guarded our coast 
they invaded Guadal Canal with 
the Marines." How many coasts 
does the Coast Guard guard? 
What is It doing in Vietnam? 
It's time to crack the myth and 
expose the mystery of the "Ho- 
oligan Navy." 

To say the Coast Guard is 
our smallest armed force is an 
understatement. The Navy has 
It outnumbered 20- to-one; the 
Marine Corps— the next smal- 
lest service has a six -to-one 
edge, and Richmond (Virginia) 
Public Schools alone. ..not the 
county, the colleges or private 
schools...are bigger than the 
entire Coast Guard.. .by 10,000 
students. 

The chief myth maker is 
"Coast Guard." It's a strange 
name to call an outfit that used 
to fight pirates; doesn't nec- 
essarily guard the coast, and 
has an unusual breed of men 
that occasionally become spell- 

11 started one day in 
Congress when Alexander Ham- 
ilton announced smugglers were 
driving America bankrupt. 
Since we had no Navy in 1790 
he asked for 10 "cutters" to 
stop it. He got the cutters; 
they got the smugglers; and our 
nation was allowed to live past 
the tender age of 14. 

This is the reason our oldest 
seagoing armed force is neither 
a branch of the Navy nor under 
the Department of Defense, but 
traditionally a service of the 

Treasury until April of 1967. 

Now it serves under the new 
Department of Transportation. 

But these ancestral Coast 
Guardsmen had barely shar- 
pened their swords when they 
attacked the notorious pirate's 
den on Brenton Island and put 
an end to piracy in the Car- 
ibbean. Thev fired the first 



any other U. S. Servtce...In 
World Wat II, it made the 
first U. S, Naval capture and 
also captured the first Nasi 
shore station..... the Coast 
Guard took Marines Into the 
Invasion beaches— it was In the 
vangard of nearly all U. S, 
invasions. 

Because of Coast Guard res- 
cue boats at Normandy more 
than a thousand veterans are 
living with their families today. 
It's doubtful they know who 
pulled them from the sea— the 
Coast Guardsmen are nearly 
always mistaken for Navy men. 

Most of their wartime ac- 
hievements are absorbed by the 
Navy since the entire Coast 
Guard transfers to the Depart- 
ment of the Navy during global 
confllicts. However, the Coast 
Guard la one of our armed 
forces at all times and America 
has five services, not four. 

Now the Coast Guard is in 
Vietnam, under the Navy's com- 
and. Through sea battles lasting 
from one shot up to two bourn 
they helped stop more than 300 
tons of ammunition from 
reaching the guns that fired a} 
other Americans. 

Peacetime returns the Coast 
Guard to war with the sea— to 
puzzle people even more. Its 
name says It should guard our 
coast but Congress stacked Job 
after job on the Coast Guard 
to a height of 80 responsibilites 
around the world. 

Newspapers tell of its 
rescues across both oceans. It 
also looks for leaks in dry 
ships: anchors noisy road signs, 
criss-crosses the oceans with 
invisible markers; and runs a 
huge brotherhood of the sea with 
electricity. A Coast Guards- 
man is - mostly a sailor and 
serviceman, part lifeguard, 
policeman, fireman, buoy 
tender, weatherman, aircraft 
pilot, scientist...74 more...and 
world traveler. 

Coast Guard marine in- 
spectors watch American ships 
from blueprint to christening 
to twist the odds in favor of 
the ship against the sea. Since 
the odds are never 100% in 
favor, they keep coming aboard 
at regular intervals to check 
the ship and crew and those 
emergency spares— a We boat 
and life Jackets for everyone. 

Where land and sea collide 
with a roar of surf, there is 
trouble. As one old salt put 
it, "Any idiot can steer a ship 
at sea; it's along the coast that 
it's dangerous." To shave down 
this danger the Coast Guard 
rides herd on more than SO, 
000 aids to navigation. Its 
many lighthouses and lightships 
warn of rocks and shoals. Its 
many buoys ring and wink ships 
safely into harbors and up the 
invisible, twisting channel of 
the Mississippi. 

To anchor buoys in the middle 
of the ocean Is almost impos- 
sible. But the Coast Guard has 
the sea lanes marked with a 
long range aid to navigation, 
nicknamed "LORAN". You 
can't see it but it can tell a 
ship exactly where she is, 
thoush more than a thousand 
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The two masted schooner MASSACHUSETTS, of the former Revenue Marine, forerunner of 
the UJS. Coast Guard in no way resembles its successor, the sleek white cutter MELLON. 

Recalling the year 1790, the SO foot MASSACHUSETTS was the first, of 10 boats built at the 
request of the first Secretary of the Treasury, Alexander Hamilton, to halt smugglers and guard 



the Coast. 

While the tiny MASSACHUSETTS displaced only 70 tons, the 378 foot MELLON displaces 
3000 tons. Rather than relying on sail power the MELLON's skipper can call on 7000 horsepower 
from twin diesel engines for a speed of 20 knots. 



Titanic more than 50 years 
ago and shocked the world, 
12 nations decided that some- 
thing should be done. Our Coast 
Guard was given the Job and 
sent farther away from our 
coasts. The planes of Its inter- 
national Ice Patrol drive over 
the North Atlantic daily during 
the ice season and plot these 
mountains of ice. No ship has 
been sunk by an Iceberg since 
the Titanic— except during the 
war when the patrol was nec- 
essarily abandoned. 

An "SOS" from any ship on 
the Atlantic or Pacific triggers 
a Coast Guard computer In 
New York. In a few seconds 
it clickety-clacks a picture of 
mat part of the ocean which 
shows all the ships within a 
hundred miles; it also tells 
which ones have doctors. Then 
the Coast Guard diverts the 
nearest ship to the rescue be- 
sides sending her own. 

This International brother- 
hood of the sea works very 
simply: ships of many nations 
&*mgJBb0$»* M flth our 
CoasT Guliay" then the nigh 
speed computer keeps its elec- 
tronic finger on her as she 
crosses the ocean. The push 
button shows the Coast Guard 
her position at any time. This 
giant system, called "AM- 
VER", will also cover the globe 
soon. 

The mysteries of the deep 
are also in the realm of the 
Coast Guard. It is an official 
agency for oceanography and 
other marine sciences. More 
and more cutters are doubling 
as observatories. The new 
cutter Hamilton, the frst and 
largest Jet-powered cutter, with 
a heliport, closed circuit tele- 
vision and the most powerful 
twin gas turbine and diesel 
engine system on any American 
ship— has both wet and dry lab- 
oratories and a computer. 



crushes Ice thicker than a man 
is tall. Coast Guardsmen ar« 
as much at home in St. Louis 
or Cleveland as they are in 
New York, Norfolk, Copen- 
hagen, Tokoyo or Pango Pango, 
Samoa. 

But the Coast Guard's most 
dangerous Job is on the open 
seas, where disaster may strike 
at any time. At this moment, 
and every day of every year 
the Coast Guard Is listening 
and waiting. Large, white cut- 
ters are stationed at lonely in- 
tervals down the backbone of 
the Atlantic and across the waist 
of the Pacific— beneath the air 
routes and near the shipping 
lanes. 

Life in this blue world of 
sea and sky varies like New 
England weather. On one ocean 
station, the crew may be sun- 
bathing on the decks while 
en another cutter, the crew 
may be at Ditch and Rescue 
stations guiding a stricken plane 
to a forced landing at sea. Her 
boat crews are tense for the

They con- 
stantly feel the pulse of each 
giant transmitter so a slip of 
Its lip won't misplace a ship.

Eskimos In the Arctic Circle 
wave to the Coast Guard regu- 
larly and there's a proud pen- 
guin strutting around Antarctica 
with the initials "USCG" sten- 
ciled across the shirt of his 
tuxedo. Coast Guard ice- 
breakers-it has 11 of the big 
ones now— smash their way to 
bom ends of file earth to assist 
the other armed forces. 

Another icebreaker cracks 
onti the paths of commerce 
Great Lakes when it 



will decide if his cutter can 
ride out the storm, or he must 
run the risk of sending his 
men out on deck to chip the 
top-heavy ship. 

The Coast Guard's ounce of 
prevention policy helps to an- 
chor down a balloon of disas- 
ter figures that might other- 
wise go sky high. This bat- 
tling, bantam weight is pro- 
bably the most efficient agency 
in cur federal government. Each 
year it saves over five times 
more in property and cargo 
than it costs to run the entire 
Coast Guard.... technically a 
400% profit, to say nothing of 
human lives. 

Each time Coast Guardsmen 
battle the sea and add numbers 
| to the yearly totals, something 
overwhelms them. Tough many 
of them are veterans from the 
other four services, Coast 
Guardsmen who have taken 
themselves to where death Is 
and placed themselves along- 
side the victims, cannot des- 
cribe that feeling. They are 
seldom thanked and words would 
cheapen "that look" on a human

On still another station, the 
cutter may look like a white 
chip as it glides down a tower- 
ing wave into a dark ocean val- 
ley. Hands will grap for holds 
and semi-conscious sleepers 
will brace against their bunks 
to keep from sliding out over 
their pillows. 

Farther north, the cutter may 
be a miniature ice berg stag- 
gering drunkenly as she rolls 
from side to side. Freezing 
spray may have welded the 
decks and bulkhead walls into 
icy slopes— impossible to walk 
on. As the cutter rolls heavily 
on her sides and takes longer 
to return upright, the captain 



helicopter on just one of the thousands of medical evacuations that take 



face when it is pulled from a 
world of water. 

During an incredible storm, 
a chief boatswain's mate plowed 
a rescue boat only 36 feet long 
toward a sinking ship. Eight 
victims were stranded aboard; 
the chief saved seven of them. 
One over-anxious survivor had 
jumped before the boat was in 
range. 
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While near-hurricane winds 
dug under the flesh around his 
eyes, the chief searched for that 
man. His boat bounded like a 
split second ride in an eleva- 
tor to the fifth floor and back. 

Long after a victim could sur- 
vive such heavy seas, the chief 
would not quit. He had to be 
ordered to give up. Though 
everyone involved says he has 



no reason to be, the chief is 
inconsolable to this day over 
that one man he could not save. 
This is not uncommon among 
Coast Guardsmen. 

In an eastern port, a large 
white cutter returned from 35 
days on an ocean station. The 
waving arms of wives, children 
and sweethearts greeted the 
crew from the pier. As they 
threw over the mooring Unes, 
the radioman ran to the captain 
with a message. 

The captain carried it down 
and read it to the men standing 
in dress uniform, ready to go 
ashore. The captain walked a- 
way; no order was given. The 
Coast Guardsmen walked to the 
rails, talked quietly with those 
on the pier, then went below 
to change uniforms. 

But the sea doesn't always 
lose. Coast Guardsmen have 
felt their skin sizzle and curl 
like frying bacon while search- 
ing in a fire at sea for some- 
one they've never seen before. 
They have inhaled and exhaled 
water for several agonizing 
breaths until the black sleep 
came. They have seen a mon- 
ster wave stand a boat on end, 
before it swallowed it and then 
spit back the lifeless bodies of 



their buddies. Still, they go out 
In the worst storms. 

The highest enlistment re- 
quirements are not enough. 
Having courage is not enough. 
On a wall in the chapel of the 
Coast Guard Academy there is 
a painting of a wild, stormy, 
sea. In the center, a rescue 
boat climbs a towering wave. 
Unseen in the picture are hu- 
man lives in distress. Beneath 
the painting, on a wooden plaque 
is the slogan of Coast Guards- 
men: "You have to go out. You 
don't have to come back." 

Coast Guardsmen usually do 
come back, however, to live with 
the myth— It exists only In 
America. Other nations are 
quite familiar with our Coast 
Guard.. .World Guard. 

If these final words sound 
familiar, perhaps it's because 
Sir Winston Churchill was head 
of the British Admlrallty when 
he made this statement about the 
Coast Guard: 

"Seldom In the annals of the 
sea has there been exhibited 
such self-abnegation, such cool 
courage, such unfailing dili- 
gence in the face of almost 
ins urmoun table d 1 f fi c u 1 1 i e s. 
America is to be congratu- 
lated."

Zoning, not Use 
Permits, May be 
the Next Target 



Councilman Reid Ervin urged 
City Council Monday to do 
something about the volume of 
use permit defer rments on 
multi -family housing suggested 
"we might even consider a 
morltorium for 60 days". 

Such a morltorium would al- 
low council time to study, per- 
haps more accurately, the pro- 
jected school enrollments from 
housing already approved. 

Two Girls 
Face Jail 
For Call 

Two Virginia Beach juvenile 
girls have been charged in 
making a bomb threat to Cox 
High School on Great Neck Road. 

Officials said the girls, 14 
and 15 years of age, were 
charged in connection with a 
phone call to the school on 
Feb. 18, claiming a bomb was 
set to go off in the school. 

The school was cleared of 
students and a search of the 
building proved the call to be 
a hoax. 

Authorities said the charge 
constitutes a felony punishable 
by confinement in the state pen- 
itentiary for one to ten years, 
or a 12-mohths jail sentence and 
a fine of up to $500. 



Ervin explained there were 
644 use permits for multi- 
family housing issued between 
November 1969 and November 
1970 and "many have expired 
or are nearing expiration." 

"We never know how many 
are actually going to be built," 
he said, "yet these permits are 
being used for school projec- 
tions which are influencing de- 
cisions on today's permits." 

In response to the suggestion, 
Mayor Donald Rhodes com- 
mented, "I personally don't plan 
to make a decision on these 
large apartment permits until 
I hear the specific case. Each 
one sould be judged on its own 
merit." 

Councilman George Ferrell 
added that zoning, rather than 
use permits, "is the real mat- 
ter to be considered." 

He reminded council of 
Ervin's remark last week, with 
which he agreed, that the city 
could possibly lose a court 
case by obstructing the con- 
struction of apartments on pro- 
perty already zoned for this 
use. 

"The school situation is not 
the only thing," he said. "I 
personally don't believe the 
schools have yet reached the 
saturation point." 

Council has felt forced to 
deferr most of the apartment 
projects, and has denied se- 
veral, since voters defeated 
the School Board's $18.4 mil- 
lion bond referendum in Janu- 



ary. Much of this property, 
however, was previously ap- 
proved by council for multi- 
family use and the owners are 
now paying higher taxes on the 
property without being able to 
construct revenue-producing a- 
partments. 

School officials are faced with 
the problem of keeping enroll- 
ment projections updated on 
the basis of approved use per- 
mits without knowing whether 
the apartment units will actu- 
ally be constructed. These pro- 
jections are usually the basis 
for deferrment, or denial, of 
multi-family construction by 
both the Planning Commission 
and City Council.

Moore's opinion of the ordi- 
nance curtailing sleeping on 
beaches was "The changes on 
time on the beaches will help, 
the ordinance should be ex- 
tended to cover any public 
place." 

Moore felt, however, the 
"free passage" ordinance did 
not contain strong enough pro- 
visions to cope with a situation 
which has presented problems 
in the past-crowds blocking the 
sidewalks. 

Moore's comment was "It 
goes back to the same ques- 
tion that when you tell them to 
move, how far do they have to 
move? I think they should be 
prohibited from sitting on side- 
walks and curbs, subjecting ci- 
tizens and tourists to off-color 
remarks. These people (ci- 
tizens and tourists) will not 
walk through them. We can't 
have a policeman continually 
walk behind these people." 

Lt. Henry Capps, police Ju- 
venile Division CO., said "I 
personally think they'll be help- 
ful in controlling an element 
of people I'm very much in- 
terested in. An element of peo- 
ple who don't work at any job, 
who are interested in making 
a living by pushing drugs and 
stealing." 

Capt. R. C. Davis, Detective 
Division CO., commented "To 
begin with I feel that law en- 
forcement is not the total an- 
swer to all of the problems 
that may be experienced dur- 
ing the regular tourist season. 
Some of the ordinances now in 
the making are ordinances re- 
quested by me, so I don't mean 
to imply that they won't help 
to some extent. As a matter 
of fact, I have asked for other 
ordinances and because of cer- 
tain legal complications their 
passage is perhaps in doubt.

"The biggest thing that we 
need to face the problem," 
Davis continued, "is an effort 
on the part of some and I stress 
some, or our business people 
to point their efforts toward 
community improvement and 
toward the welfare of our local 
use. I feel that some, and again 
I stress some, of these people 
have contributed towards In- 
creasing a bad influence to nest 
along our shore during the sum- 
mer."

Couple Die as Home Burns 



A man and his wife became 
the city's first fire deaths this 
year when their Beach Borough 
home burned early Monday 
morning. 

Authorities identified them as 
Orville H. Hallison, 57, and his 
54-year-old wife, Esther. They 
perished when fire broke out in 
their one-story frame and 
shingle home in the 1400 block 
of Baltic Avenue. 

Lt. W, V. Simmons, of the 



Beach Borough Fire Dept.,said 
firemen discovered the bodies 
of the couple near the door- 
way of their bedroom. They 
apparently had been attempting 
to flee from the building when 
they were overcome. The State 
Medical Examiners Office in 
Norfolk said both dealths were 
attributed to asphyxiation, 
adding injuries attributed to the 

fire were at a minimum.

Navy Men Arrested 



Robert V. Hancock, Special 
Agent In Charge, Norfolk FBI 
Office, has announced the arrest 
of four Navy men in connection 
with the theft of government 
property, 

Thomas M. Francis, accord- 
ing to the announcement, was 
charged with the theft of a 
quantity of food valued at ap- 
proximately $50 from the galley 
of Oceana Naval Air Station 
on the night of Feb. 28. Francis, 
19, was reportedly assigned to 
the galley as a day mess cook 
at the time of the theft. 

The announcement also stated 
three Navy Petty Officers, iden- 
tified as James S. Lawson, 
25; Jefferey L, Young, 23; and 
Gary M. Jackson,, 23, were 
charged with (Be theft of a 
quantity of emergency power 
cable valued at $70 from the 
USS Vermillion with intent to 
sell the cable as scrap for their 
own gain. Each of the accused 
were stationed on board the 
ship at the time of the theft 
on Feb. 27. 

All of the accused were af- 
forded hearings before U. S.

Francis was fined $100, while 
Lawson, Young, and Jackson 
were fined $50 each. 

Girl Free 

The second trial of Susan 
A. Cummins on a charge of 
possession of hashish has ended 
with a dismissal of the charge. 

Miss Cummins, 19, of the Bali 
Hai Motel, was arrested last 
August at a Kentucky Avenue 
residence where police report- 
edly discovered a quantity of 
hashish in a bedroom. 

Investigators said Miss Cum- 
mins' military dependency I.D. 
card and drivers license were 
discovered on top of a dresser 
where the hashish was report- 
edly located. 

Judge George W. Vakow dis- 
missed the charge on the basis 
nothing had been introduced In 
court to positively link Miss 
Cummins with actual posses- 
sion of the hashish. 

Her first trial last January 
ended in a mistrial.

The Citizens' Committee was 
started locally when the 11 mem- 
bers of the Citizens' Commit- 
tee for Seashore State Park 
Joined forces with the 70-mem- 
ber North Shore Civic League 
to fight the School Board's plans 
to construct an elementary 
schooHn the park. 

This merger grew into the 
state-wide committee which 
now boasts 235 members from 



all parts of Virginia. 

Application for membership 
in the larger ecological group 
was made by Mrs. Anne Ramsey 
and Joseph C. Davis Jr., mem- 
bers of the executive committee 
of the Citizens' group. They 
presented its by-laws before 
a meeting of the council Friday 
In Annandale. Verification of 
acceptance was received Satur- 
day by Committee Chairman 
Mrs. W. J. Sills.

'Luv'Is Tragic Comedy 



Murray Schisgal's comedy hit 
has one very appealing dls- 
tlnction....lt*s different. 

The story line, for Instance, 
Is built on a pathetic, actually 
tragic, situation, but the dia- 
logue is hilarious. The three 
characters are pitifully un- 
stable, emotionally and men- 
tally, but the author has dis- 
torted their frustrations into 
comedy rather than lapse them 
into drama. 

The play obviously demands 
much delicacy in both staging 
and characterization to really 
carry it through as Intended. 
The Lake Wright Dinner The- 
atre has very capably met this 
demand. 

"Luv" revolves around a trio 
of out -of -step people, unable to 
cope with life and their own 
relationships. Harry Berlin was 
a' leader in college but the play 
finds him a drifter bordering 
Insanity, hoping to end it all, 
because a dog thought he was 
a hydrant. Now he fears that 
everyone feels the same way 
about him. 

Milt Manville was a college 
friend and a great admirer of 
Harry who never quite made it 
socially because he bad to work 
rather than play. The plot has 
him as the successful one, a 
bond broker during the day and 
a scavenger of garbage cans 
at night to supply his acces- 
sories and boutique business. 
He is the epitome of the suc- 
cessful businessman, complete 
with girl friend and distaste for 
his wife. 



Ellen Manville is young and 
pretty but is such a walking 
encyclopedia she repels rather 
than attracts. Her husband feels 
inferior because she reads, 
paints and spouts facts on any 
given subject. Their marriage 
has been childless and certainly 
less than satisfying. 

All three lack the one thing 
that makes life bearable...love. 

When Milt saves Harry from 
suicide in the riverside park 
he decides to match his old 
college friend with the wife 
he wants to get rid of. He 
introduces the two and lets na- 
ture take Its course. Harry 
marries Ellen and Milt mar- 
ries his girl friend. To tell 
more would reveal too much of 
the plot, but it is anything but 
a "happy ever after" situa- 
tion all done in comedy, of 
course. 

Some exceptional perfor- 
mances are turned in by Tom 
Morgan as Harry, Peter Dixon 
as Milt and Joyce Williams as 
Ellen,. Their roles are unbe- 
lievably strenuous, not neces- 
sarily emotionally but physi- 
cally...they fall off benches,! 
leap Into the "river", swing 
from the street lamp and ca- 
vort about the stage on a mini- 
bike. 

But the roles require far 
more than physical stamina. 
They need sensitivity and fine- 
line interpretation to keep them 
believable, especially the role 
of Harry who could easily ap- 
pear as an absolute idiot ra- 
ther than an emotionally dis- 



turbed man. But they manage 
it, all three of them, and It 
certainly Is a tribute to their 
talent. They are praised collec- 
tively for If one had been less 
than the others the entire con- 
sept would have failed. 

The Influence of director Jack 
Fisher Is evident throughout the 
2-act play....the execution of 
the wild, wild ending and the 
uniqueness of the curtain calls 
are proof positive of this man's 
refreshingly off-beat style.

Three Important provisions 
wf,fl W observed by the Agrl- 
cultural Stabilisation and Con- 
servation (ASC) County Com- 
mlttees In adjusting conserving 
bases for changes In farming 
operations, according to Chris 
KrahenbiU, Chairman of the 
Virginia Beach ASC Commit- 
tee. 

They are: Downward adjust- 
ment of a conserving base will 
be made only upon a determin- 
ation that farm operations have 
changed from conserving crops 
to nonconservlng crops in re- 
cent, years, or In the Judge- 
ment of the County Committee, 
such a change will be made 
this year. Acreage removed 
from the conserving base will 
be limited to that determined 



to be suitable for continuous 
cropping, 

Downward adjustment will not 
be made to accomodate a farm's 
required set-aside acreage un- 
der the 1971 farm programs. 

"Basically, the rules on con- 
serving bases are being updated 
in line with modern farming 
operations," KrahenbiU said. 
The set-aside programs of 1971 
provide for this by getting away 
from the rigid crop limitations 
of previous programs. "As for 
conserving bases" he said, "al- 
though adjustments have been 
made over the years for tangi- 
ble changes in farm operations, 
In some instances conserving 
bases still tended to keep pro- 
ducers locked Into types of 
farming operations that were 
no longer in their best interests. 

"Or they may have had to 
choose between staying out of 
farm programs or continuing 
an uneconomic farm operation. 
For Instance, a dairy farmer 
with 500 acres was following 
the recommended grass -silage 



feeding program when his con- , 
serving base was set on;'*' 
basis. Since that time he, 
determined that graljyfL, 
would be the most efficient ty%\ 
for his herd, and he hasten , 
growing corn. But he couldn't 
participate in the feed, gram* I* 
program because he didn't ;* 
maintain his conserving base. 
Now his county ASC committee 
can adjust his farm's conserv- 
ing base in line with his ac- 
tual farm operations.

But Withers, who despite his 
young 46 years, is an "old- 
time" resident, is not quite so 
sure the city Is headed in the 
right direction in other develop- 
ment. He is concerned, for In- 
stance, about the mushrooming 
of housing all over the city. 

"We need to back up every 
now and then and take stock of 
where we are going," he said, 
"and not dash into all this 
building helter-skelter. If this 
Is progress, then I'm not sure 
I'm for progress. I can forsee 
some very serious problems if 
we continue at the rate we are 
going. I truly don't envy City 
Council's position." 

He also fears this growth is 
going to gobble up the city's 
irreplaceable historical 
structures, some dating back 
to Colonial times, If some- 
thing isn't done soon to pro- 
tect them. 

"Norfolk had destroyed most 
of its old buildings before city 
officials saw the light. The 
ones they preserved have pro- 
yen Invaluable to the city.

gone forever. They can never 
be replaced. And that's what is 
going to happen here if we 
don't wake up," withers said. 
He pointed out the old Wishart 
house, near Witch Duck Point, a 
proud structure in the earliest 
days of Princess Anne County, 
now boarded up and gradually 
decaying, and council's lack of 
support of the Kempsville His- 
toric District plan submitted a 
few months ago by the Planning 
Department. 

"1 know the city needs money 
for schools, sewage and other 
things, but preserving the his- 
tory of Virginia Beach is im- 
portant, too," he said. "This 
area dates back to the very 
beginning of this country. That's 
one thing very few cities have 
and we should build it up rather 
than destroy it." 

The lack of interest is pro- 
bably not so much with council 
as it is with the growing tran- 
sient population. "That's one 
of our problems. And it goes 
right back to the housing. We 
have so many people moving 
in here for a year or two, 
then they're gone. They don't 
have time to establish roots, 
to become a part of the city." 

Having moved here from Nor- 
folk with his family in 1931, 
Withers is one of a dwindling 
group of residents who have 
"very deep roots" in their city. 
He reflects with fondness over 
the days when he walked along 
Holly Road to Cooke Elementary 
School ("There were only about 
five schools In the entire town 
and county area then."), rode 
the rail bus up Pacific Avenue; 
and he still enjoys waving to 
frlende in passing pat- 
ronising businesses where he 
knows, and is known by, the 
people. 



"After living in this town 
for 40 years, I better bad know 
somebody," he laughed. 

His "town" Is basically (be 
Virginia Beach of yesteryear, 
the small, bat very exclusive, 
resort area from 17th Street 
north to Fort Story? a com- 
munity which, despite the sea- 
sonal Influence, continues to be 
one of the, meet stable areas of 
the city. 

He, and hie family, have pot 
much of themselves into this 
community. Burks Withers Sr. 
established the real estate firm 
his son now runs back In 1941 
and was the Board of Realtor's 
first president. He retired three 
years ago but was on band 
Thursday at the annual awards 
luncheon at the Ocean Hearth 
Restaurant to proudly congra- 
tulate his son for the honor 
bestowed upon Urn. 

Since the younger Withers 
Joined the firm In 1953 he has 
seen considerable changes in 
property values. "Lots in North 
Virginia Beach sold for $2,500; 
today they start at $15,000. 
Those in the 'Pea Patch' (the 
newer section of Bay Colony) 
sold for the same price; today 
there aren't any. And ocean- 
front lots could be bought for 
$7,000. Today, if you could 
find one, you'd have to pay 
about $40,000."

The Virginia Beach City 
Council was presented with a 
new proposal for development 
of Rudee Inlet this week. Un- 
fortunately, the proposal drew 
immediate criticism from the 
same people who have benefitted 
most from its development and 
stand to benefit most from this 
expansion* 

The proposal submitted by 
Bob Whitley, newly appointed 
Co-ordinator of Tourist De- 
velopment for the city, appears 
to be well throught out as the 
initial phase of a long range 
development plan. It calls for 
the expenditure of $35,000 to 
bulkhead 450 feet and another 
$25,000 for additional improve- 
ments that would permit the 
construction of facilities to 
accommodate 21 charter boats. 
Whitley explained that the in- 
vestment would realize an im- 
mediate and direct return to 
the city of $15,000 the first 
year. That in itself appears 
to be a sound flnnancial 
investment for the city. But, 
Whitley went on to explain that 
his study indicates the Rudee 
Inlet expansion would generate 
another $1,000,000 forthecity's 

economy. 

As he explained it, the 
average charter boat makes 80 
trips a season and the 21 boats 
would carry 23 thousand fisher- 
men out of the inlet. Each 
fisherman spends an average of 
$40 a day which would bring 
in the additional mi 1 1 ion dollars 
this year. 

The charter boat skippers of 
the Atlantic Charter Service 



oppose the development con- 
tending that there is not suf- 
ficient fishing business to 
support 21 boats. 

This is hard to believe since 
Ocean City, Maryland to the 
North of us is the "White 
Marl in Capital of the World" 
and Cape Hatteras to the South 
is the "Blue Marlin Capital". 
Obviously, the fish have not 
desserted the Virginia shores 
in favor of those two cities, 
both of which support fishing 
fleets considerably larger than 
the 21 boats that would operate 
out of Rudee. 

The development of Rudee 
Inlet is an integrah part of the 
development of the tourist in- 
dustry in this city. It would 
appear sound financially if the 
city openly declared itself in 
the marina business, developed 
Rudee as rapidly as feasible 
and promoted itself as the city 
where the Blue and White Marlin 
meet. 

The immediate action of City 
Council on the Rudee Inlet de- 
velopment proposal Is impor- 
tant. The issue has been around 
too long already and has been 
bogged down in too much petty 
jealousy and bickering. 

The entire city would benefit 
from its development so there 
is no repson for further delay. 
With an affirmative vote by 
City Council on Monday and a 
cooperative attitude from these 
involved in the sports fishing 
business, the first step toward 
the development of one of the 
best fishing centers on the east 
coast could be accomplished. 



Council Acts Wisely 



The Tidewater Associationof 
Home Builders says the City 
Council is wrong to declare 
a "moratorium on construction 
of multi-family housing units" 
in the city and the defeat of the 
school bond referendum has 
been interpreted as the voters 
saying they want a halt to the 
"explosion of construction". At 
the same time, the Committee 
of Concerned Citizens has added 
its voice to the issue supporting 
a one year moratorium. 

Apparently the members of 
City Council are listening pa- 
tiently to the presentations from 
all sides which include accusa- 
tions that may or may not be 
merited, but are proceeding to 
weigh each housing application 
on its own merits. 

At this week's meeting, 
Counci I denied a permit for con- 
struction of appartments in the 
Kempsville area where schools 
are either overcrowded or are 
projected to be overcrowded 
when present construction is 
completed. ■ - - minm^ 

On the next item on the 
agenda, Council approved the 



construction of an appartment 
complex in the Bayside area 
which would not create a school 
problem. 

In both cases council sought 
views from both sides of the 
issue and after having heard 
the arguments acted in the in- 
terest of the city. 

Obviously the city cannot halt 
construction and "legally ex- 
clude" people from the city as 
the homebuilders have stated. 
At the same time the city cannot 
permit the "construction explo- 
sion" complained of by the Con- 
cerned Citizens group. What 
the city must have is a balanced 
and orderly pattern of growth. 
It is the responsibility of the 
members of City Council to see 
that we have just that. And it 
appears this is what the counci I 
members realize. 

Despite criticism from all 
sides, the Virginia Beach City 
Council presents itself as a 
body that deliberates thoroughly 
and dispenses wisely rezoning 
and use permits for the con- 
struction of multi-family units 
in the city.

In my Journey through life as a columnist and writer ,\ 
thought I bad seen just about everything. I have seen intel- 
ligent leaders act like babbling Idiots (all too often) and gems 
of wisdom from the mouths of bastes. 

About the last place I would ever expect to find anything 
new and different would be in a state legislature, any state 
legislature. Long ago I wrote off state legislatures as a 
random collection of frustrated fublebums with vested inter- 
eats directly opposed to those of the voters. 

After years of such opinions I now find that one of the 
newest, most revolutionary and no doubt controversial Inno- 
vations of the century, no, not of this centry but of the re- 
corded history of man, comes from Bernard C. Gladstone, 
a Democratic member of the Rhode Island legislature.

"We're not talking about doing anything to encourage It. 
Now It's going to be a governmental function." 

Rep. Gladstone claimed the new tax would have many bene- 
fits. He said "it might bring a lot of marriages together." 

He said his new tax follows a natural law because those 
who are too young and can't afford to pay the tax won't have 
the problem and those who are too old and can't afford to pay 
the tax won't have the problem. 

The more you think about it, the more you realize the value 
of something of this nature," Rep. Gladstone sld. "It's the 
most painless way of paying a tax." 

In accordance with the rules of the Rhode Island legisla- 
ture, the new tax bill wis assigned to the speaker's desk, 
pending selection of the proper committee.

Frustrated social workers speak out

March was many tilings., .the 
beginning of Spring, camellias 
In bloom, automobile tags. 

It was also National Social 

Workers Month. gj 

Who knew it? Practically no 
one-not even, in some cases, 
the workers themselves. 

For it's a regrettable fact 
that, in the public's mind, the 
social worker shares responsi- 
bility somehow, for the mam- 
moth disaster, "the welfare 
mess." 



And while the National Wel- 
fare Rights Organization in- 
stills in the poor the belief 
that welfare is their right, and 
the demonstrations become 
more frequent and in some in- 
stances, violent, the social 
workers, with no union to back 
them, sit with hands tied smo- 
thering an increasingly ex- 
ploding gripe of their own. 

This was aired in a round 
table discussion last week with 
five young workers at the Vir- 
ginia Beach Department of So- 
cial Services: Mrs. Carol Mac- 
lver, Mrs. Annie Lou Michaels, 



Mrs. Mary De Grouche, Mrs. 
Beverly Cuomo, Mrs. Virginia 
Dowdy and Mrs. Pat Kunkler. 

College graduates, they're 
intelligent and alert, and pos- 
sess of necessity, whether re- 
cognised or not, an innate de- 
sire to help the poor, the sick, 
the lonely, the unfortunate of 
our society. 

And all they ask is to be heard. 

"We'd like a little recogni- 
tion for what we do— we're not 
after gratitude," they said. 



Somehow, they feel, that the 
public associates them only with 
the dispensation of money. 

An example: John Jones has 
9 or 10 children. He's working 
but not making enough to feed 
the children properly and 
they're close to starving. 

But because he's working 
steadily he's not entitled to 
federal financial help, although 
the family might qualify for food 
stamps. 

"Our hands are tied," they 
say. "There's not a thing we 



can do to help him even though 
we want to." 

So who shoulders the blame? 
The social worker. 

And the system frustrates the 
worker, because they say it 
breeds desertion of the male 
In the home. 

"And there's a great mis- 
conception about it all gener- 
ally. After all those articles 
appeared in Time and other 
magazines about welfare abuse, 
even our friends say. 'Hey, 
how's to get me some of that 
easy money?' " 

And then there's the public 
Image. 

"We have the same education 
as a teacher. But we're way 
below the status of a teacher 
In the public's eye. And our 
salaries are another point of 
contention." 

Starting salary for unexperi- 
enced Beach teachers, for a 
10-month period is $6,800. So- 
cial workers at the Beach earn 
a yearly wage of $6744. Tea- 
chers receive yearly raises; 
the social worker receives 
merit raises. 

"And the public looks on us 
personally as those awful people 
who take the taxpayer's money 
and give it to the undeserving 
and the lazy. They forget we 
pay taxes too, and we're not 
about to give away our money 
any more than we would theirs." 

Which brings up the biggest 
complaint of all. 

"Approximately 18 months 
ago a declaration form came 
from the federal-state level, 
saying that we were obliged to 
accept on face value any state- 
ment an applicant made in fill- 
ing out a form, unless there 
was reasonable doubt of, It 

"But if there was doubt, we 
couldn't conduct an investiga- 



tion without permission of the 
applicant." 

And this created recently an 
Ironically amusing situation. 

"An applicant wrote that she 
had no car. Yet further down 
the page she said that one of 
the things for which she needed 
money was four automobile 
tires." 

This was a case of obvious 
fraud, and an Investigation was 
carried through. 

And far from merely handing 
out money, the girls said that 
the public forgets their many 
other services: child care and 
protection, services to the aged 
and disabled, foster care, adop- 
tions, help to unwed mothers, 
Court services. 

A most valuable new service 
Is that of the home maker. 

Home economist of the 
bureau, Mrs. Sandra Arnett said 
that this Includes five women 
who step In with emergency 
aid to a household in need. 

The women, trained at the 
Vocational Education Center In 
Norfolk, have been available 
for one month now. 

■■-■ 

"They may do home nursing, 
without issuing medicine," 
Mrs. Arnett said. "They may 
show how to prepare and serve 
meals. They're a fill-in for 
mother when she's in the hos- 
pital or incapacitated, for In- 
stance." 

And there Is a program pro- 
moted by Mrs. Arnett that Illus- 
trates how best to use food 
stamps. This, too, is brought 
to the home of the welfare re- 
cipient. 

And, as the round table dis- 
cussion drew to a close, it was 
apparent that the young women 
were relieved to air their com- 
plaints.

The solution? "Write your 
congressman," they say, adding 
that in many cases he isn't 
aware of irregularities and of 
the undercurrent of discontent 
and frustrations. 

"But," they said, "we'd like 
to mention that our gripe Is 
at the state-federal level, not 
with the local bureau. We think 
that the Beach has one of the 



finest la the state, working 
conditions bare are nearly ideal 
and the area itself isn't in the 
hard-core poverty belt." 

In short, they're not about to 
become "welfare dropouts/' a 
condition that prevails through- 
out the country. 

"All we want Is a little 
recognition as professionals," 
they said.

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Apartments Have 

Best Chance In 
Resort Borough 



Apartments in the resort 
borough have the lowest stu- 
dent potentiality of any other 
area of the city, Planning Dir- 
ector Charles Carrington told 
City Council Monday, elimin- 
ating this one stigma to new 
construction. 

His remarks came in connec- 
tion with a study the depart- 
ment bad been requested to 
do in in earlier deferrment of 
an application of James J. 
Standing for a change of zon- 
ing and a Use Permit to build 
78 apartment units on the South- 
east corner of 12th Street and 
Parks Avenue. Council de- 
ferred the application, awaiting 
this study, from its February 
8 meeting. 

Carrington assured council 
that Beach Borough construc- 
tion would cause less future 
school enrollment, than any 
other area in the city. 

In a survey of 369 apartments, 
Planning Department personel 
found only 16 students, he said. 
This is a difference of .043 
students per apartment unit as 
compared to the city- wide aver- 
age of .45 students per unit, 
he said. 

"There is a significant dif- 
ference in the Beach Borough," 
he explained. He attributed this 
difference to (lighter rents, lack 
of open space for playing area 
(most of the units surveyed 
were built prior to the city's 
specifications for open area) 
and the fact that resort living 
appeals primarily to young 
single people and young married 
couples with no children or 
children under school age. 

Standing, once the city's pan- 
ning director and now as asso- 
ciate of Talbot Si Associates, 



explained the construction 
would Include 24 one -bedroom 
units and 54 2 -bedroom units. 
His previous employment 
with city— at the time the Beach 
Borough Master Plan was adop- 
ted- -was Introduced into the 
presentation when Councilman 
Reid Ervin reminded him of his 
implementation of this Master 
Plan and asked if the influx of 
small 8, 12 and 14-unit apart- 
ments would eventually lead to 
congestion of the walking areas 
to the beach. 

Standing was honest with 
council and said that there is no 
question that, "based on the 
projected 1980 population there 
will be more areas needed for 
day bathing." 

Council agreed with the Plan- 
ning Commission's recommen- 
dation, however, and gave the 
go-ahead on this particular ap- 
plication. It is one of very few 
to be approved since January. 
In the other three ap- 
plications, also previously de- 
ferred, council ran the gamut 
of declsions-another was ap- 
proved, one was again deferred 
and one was denied. 

The approval of 250 units, 28 
townhouses and 222 apartment 
units, followed a presentation 
be Lee Gifford of Old Donation 
Manor who introduced three 
wall-satisfied residents of his 
already - established Haygood 
Halls, which would be near the 
proposed development on Wis- 
hart Road and Independence 
Boulevard. 

Two of the testimonials were 
by retired persons and one by 
a Naval officer's wife. All 
praised the "adult" atmosphere 
of Gifford's apartments, 
stressing the lack of children— 



Gifford also explained that 
the new development would net 
the city $54,000 in revenue, 
$44,000 in sewage fees and 
$10,000 in building permit fees, 
plus Old Donation Manor would 
pick up the tab for streets, 
lights and garbage collection. 

In the application of Charles 
J. Hayes to construct 218 units 
on First Colonial" "Road, on the 
site of his present nursery 
near Hilltop, council was not 
quite to lenient, primarily be- 
cause of the traffic situation 
on First Colonial Road. 

Councilman Reid Ervin asked 
for a 60-day deferrment, even 
though the application was un- 
opposed either time it was be- 
fore council, in hopes some 
solution to the traffic problem 
on that road might be found 
in the deferrment period. 

The fourth application, that 
of G. J. Gulbranson for a change 
of zoning and a Use Permit 
to build 272 apartment units 
along the West side of Wood- 
stock Elementary School, did 
not fare so well. 

The application has been on 
file, and has been repeatedly 
deferred, for 14 months. The 
opposition it originally faced 
was no less Monday, despite 
Attorney Owen Pickett's ex- 
planation that the application 
conformed "100 per cent" with 
the Kempsville Master Plan. 

Woodstock Civic League Re- 
presentative Lowell Fay nor 
called his area "wall-to-wall 
apartments" because of some 
2,500 units already either pro- 
posed or constructed in the 
same vicinity. He presented 
City Clerk Richard Webbon with 
1,200 signed petitions from 
residents objecting to the com-

Mystery Surround* Murder 



We don't know if we're looking 
for a man, a woman, or two, 
three, or four people." 

That statement from police 
Det. Sgt. E. F. Buazy typifies 
the degree of mystery which 
still surrounds the murder of 
Melvin L. Prince, whose body 
was found in a burning auto 
last Thursday morning. 

Authorities said the body of 
43 -year-old Prince, a Ports- 
mouth native whose last known 
address was Dubai County, Fla., 
was found by an unidentified 
motorist about 2 a.m. in an 
auto parked in front of the Holy 
Ground Church on Indian River 
Road. According to police he 
had been shot four times in the 
head with a 32-caliber pistol. 
However no motive has as yet 
been advanced for the killing. 

Sgt. Buzzy, investigating the 
case with Det. J. M. Curran, 
said that Prince had only been 
in this area for about three 
weeks prior to his death. With 
the exception of his visiting his 
parents, the Charles C. 
Prince's of Shipyard Road in 
Chesapeake, on Tuesday of last 
week little else is known of 
Prince's activities in this 
region. 

Buzzy said, "We feel that he 



was killed that night, but we're 
uncertain whether he was killed 
at the church", where the auto 
with his body was found. 

Authorities indicate the mot- 
orist witnessed the car on fire, 
stopped to investigate, dis- 
covered Prince's body inside 
the' ear, pulled him out, and 
summoned police and firemen. 

When asked what significance 
the car fire has in the killing 
Buzzy replied, "We can't rule 
out the possibility the fire was 
started to dispose of Prince's 
body." 

State Medical Examiner Dr. 
H. H. Karnitschnigsaid an auto- 
psy indicated Prince had not 
received any severe burns from 
the car fire. Karnltschnlg added 
the first two shots went through 
Prince's left check, with the 
second the third shots being 
fired into the left eye and tem- 
ple. He indicated "either of the 
last two shots could have been 
fatal." 

An investigation conducted 
into circumstances surrounding 
the burning of the auto report- 
edly Indicate the fire was de- 
liberately set, and orginated in 
the area of the car's engine. 
Sources also indicate the car 



could have been burning for as 
long as 10 minutes before the 
fire was discovered, and con- 
sumed the auto's interior before 
being extinguished. 

The car, which according to 
Buzzy was reported stolen on 
Feb. 19, was registered to a 
Jacksonville, Fla., resident. 
The owner however is not a 
suspect in the murder Inves- 
tigation. It was a 1969 blue 
Mustang, Mack I, bearing a 
Mayport, Fla., Navy Base 
bumper sticker. 

While Prince apparently had 
no criminal record of note in 
Virginia Beach, such a record 
did exist in the Duval County, 
Fla.) Sheriffs Department. 
Officials Indicate he was 
arrested in that region short- 
ly after his release from the 
Raiford State Prison in 1965. 

Anyone believing he may have 
seen Prince or talked to him 
since he returned to this area, 
who may have seen the car he 
was found in, or witnessed any- 
thing unusual the night of his 
killing in the 'area where he 
was found is requested to con- 
tact Virginia Beach police.
